Regarding last week’s, “Then There’s This: 
Campaign Cash” [Nov. 23], the Chronicle wrote, 
“It bears repeating over and over again, though, 
that the city still faces a critical affordable hous- 
ing problem (the homebuilders’ political action 
committee and the Real Estate Council of Austin 
were curiously absent from the housing bond cam- 
paign’s list of donors).” The Real Estate Council of 
Austin did indeed support Proposition 15. 

While RECA’s Business M/PAC did not contrib- 
ute to the specific HousingWorks Action PAC, it 
did make a $15,000 contribution to Unity PAC (as 
noted in the article), which promoted passage of 
all of the bonds, including Proposition 15. 

In addition to the cash contribution, RECA staff 
and volunteers actively worked for the Unity PAC’s 
Love Austin campaign supporting all of the bonds, 
including those for affordable housing. While 
we may have been “curiously absent” from the 
HousingWorks Action PAC, we were never absent 


from actively campaigning for the passage of 
Proposition 15. Do count us in as disappointed 
that Proposition 15 did not pass on Election Day.

DISAPPOINTED BY ‘PI' REVIEW 

Dear Editor, 

I was surprised and disappointed by Marjorie 
Baumgarten’s superficial review of Life of Pi in 
the Nov. 23 Film Listings section. It is hard to 
imagine that Ms. Baumgarten took the time to 
understand the book by Yann Martel on which 
the film is based, given that she seemed to 
completely miss the allegory which sits at the 
heart of this novel. Perhaps my 13-year-old son 
should explain it to her; last year he wrote an 
eighth-grade English paper on the book. When 
Ms. Baumgarten has won the Man Booker Prize 
- the British equivalent of the National Book 
Award - she might be in more of a position to use 
phrases such as “fuzzy theological concerns” in 
regards to the story. 

Without these “fuzzy theological concerns,” the 
central tension of the story - expressed in every- 
thing from the lead character’s name (Pi) to the 
interplay of the physicality of the natural world ver- 
sus its wonder and magic - is totally lost. Perhaps 
Mr. Martel’s central thesis, that science and religion 
are important but different narrative traditions which 
can both be valuable in different ways in helping 
someone understand the world, is beneath her 
consideration. One is left wondering if perhaps Ms. 
Baumgarten is simply uncomfortable discussing or 
considering God or religion in any context that does 
not want to use it as a punch line. 

Ang Lee had a difficult task in taking this 
extraordinary novel and adapting it to film. There

film - the decision to concentrate more on Pi’s 
family than his religious instructors would be 
one example - with which one could take issue. 
However, Ms. Baumgarten does not seem up to 
that task. I can imagine her review of The Old Man 
and the Sea would criticize the 1958 movie for not 
simply concentrating on the excellent fishing yarn.

dence from Michael Morton’s defense that could 
have spared him wrongful conviction and nearly a 
quarter century behind bars has been postponed 
until Feb. 4 and is expected to last a week. 

y Gov. Rick Perry this week tapped his chief of 
staff, Jeffrey Boyd, to serve on the Texas 
Supreme Court, replacing Justice Dale Wain- 
wright, who resigned with two years left to serve 
in his term in order to return to private practice. 
Boyd’s appointment is effective Dec. 3; he’ll be 
replaced by Employee Retirement System of 
Texas Executive Director Ann Bishop. 

y Perry also called on his liaison on border and 
Mexico affairs, John Steen, to become secre- 
tary of state, replacing Hope Andrade. 


Questions for Visa 


A few queries before providing corporate welfare 


Beginning with Wednesday’s staff brief- 
ing, City Council is considering whether to 
donate $1.56 million (over the next 10 years) 
to Visa Inc. The “economic development 
grant,” of course, is not exactly charity. 
Under the terms of the proposed agreement 
(a vote is expected next week), in return for 
the city’s annual grant, “Visa is 
proposing to establish a Global 
IT Center creating at least 
794 jobs [and retain 47 
existing jobs] over the 
next five years, with 
average salary [and] 
wages across all posi- 
tions of $113, 3 51a year.” 

Those kinds of jobs (and 
local economic genera- 
tors) are nothing to sniff 
at, and the city estimates 
(based only on direct costs ^ 
and benefits) a net $6.8 million 
benefit to Austin. Although the 
company site is not specified (an exist- 
ing facility to be renovated), it is said to be 
located within the city’s “desired develop- 
ment zone” (i.e., not over the aquifer), and 
that the company recruits a diverse work- 
force with “commercially reasonable” local 


hiring and would adhere to the city’s minor- 
ity business contracting programs. 

As is common with these deals, Austin is 
expected to genuflect to what has already 
been negotiated under Gov Rick Perry’s 
Texas Enterprise Rind. (The TEF supports 
“free enterprise” by donating taxpayer 
money to businesses considering 
Texas location or expansion; 
it’s called an “enterprise” 
fund, presumably, because 
“state socialism” might 
give people the wrong 
idea.) The Governor’s 
Office announced the 
state’s ante as $7.9 mil- 
lion, “contingent upon 
finalization of local 
incentives.” That is, 
should Austin balk and 
the company walk its jobs 
elsewhere, city leaders would 
take the blame for not feeding the 
corporate gift-horse additional oats. 

According to Perry, “the TEF has invest- 
ed more than $472 million and closed the 
deal on projects generating more than 
63,900 new jobs and more than $22.6 billion 
in capital investment in the state.” 


As you might guess, there is much less to 
the TEF than meets the gubernatorial press 
release. The indispensable watchdogs at 
Texans for Public Justice have been review- 
ing TEF grants since the program’s 2003 
inception and have concluded that the gov- 
ernor’s numbers are - to put it politely - 
baloney. Perry’s 63,900 number apparently 
includes every job promised over the nine 
program years; in late 2011 he was claiming 
about 60,000, of which TPJ reported (“Con 
Job,” Nov. 2011), “Putting aside five TEF 
projects that make fraudulent job claims and 
a sixth project that appears to be undergo- 
ing an audit, TPJ found evidence that TEF 
had created 22,349 jobs by the end of 2010. 
That number amounts to 37 percent of the 
job claims made by the Governor’s Office.”

Of the 65 projects TPJ reviewed, it found 
that only 17 (26%) complied with their job 
commitments; 24 (37%) failed to deliver on 
their original 2010 job promises, 11 (17%) 
were terminated prematurely, seven (11%) 
are “troubled” (usually by defaults on job 
pledges), five (8%, including most of TEF’s 
largest grants) fraudulently claimed more 
jobs than they actually created, and one 
project claimed “new” jobs with hiring 
dates predating its TEF contract. 

That’s not to say nobody in Texas has 
benefited from TEF largesse. TPJ sepa- 
rately found that “43 companies that land- 
ed a total of $333 million in TEF awards 
contributed almost $7 million to Perry’s 
campaign and the Perry-affiliated Repub- 
lican Governors Association [which in turn 
contributed to Perry’s campaigns]. ... The 
43 TEF recipients that contributed to Perry 
and/or the RGA represent about half of the 
90 companies that received TEF awards 
but received 76% of all TEF-awarded funds” 
(“Perry’s Piggybank,” Oct. 2011). 

Rude Questions 

Austin’s not so near full employment 
that we can afford to turn our nose up at 
new jobs. The state’s money is already 
pledged, and Austin’s relatively small 
10-year commitment is subject to city 
review and transparency that the state pro- 
gram (with projects subject to the approval 
only of the governor, lieutenant governor, 
and speaker) doesn’t even contemplate. 

But before we fall in line, we should feel 
free to ask a few more questions. It’s 
unlikely, for example, that Perry and David 
Dewhurst - who recently and heartily 
endorsed drug tests for “welfare” and 
unemployment insurance recipients (“We 
Want Your Urine,” Nov. 23) - asked Visa Inc. 
Chairman Joseph Saunders or CEO Charles 
Scharf to provide urine samples before 
they receive their TEF checks. Perhaps we 
could add that requirement to the city’s 
Chapter 380 matrix, to protect ourselves 
(and Visa’s stockholders) from corporate 
decisions made under the influence. 

Visa was also among the corporate pay- 
masters who succumbed to U.S. govern- 
ment pressure to block payments to 
WikiLeaks - although the organization is 
not charged with any crime and is guilty 
only of journalistic embarrassment of U.S. 
and other officials. Might we not ask, does 
Visa presume the constitutional authority to 
decide which media are or are not worthy of 
financial transactions - or does it just leave 
those decisions to Sen. Joe Lieberman? 

Finally, and more simply: Why does a $10 
billion company like Visa need to play one 
state against another, one community 
against another, all in order to extort tribute 
in the form of public funding that would 
better go to education or health care? Visa’s 
“corporate responsibility” standards explic- 
itly emphasize “local giving.” Why take 
away the public money in the first place? ■

Water for Sale 

WTP4 HAS TO PAY FOR ITSELF, BY HOOK OR BY CROOK 


If you’re among the “small but vocal minor- 
ity” of people who questioned the wisdom of 
building Water Treatment Plant No. 4, you 

must be feeling somewhat vindicated by now, 
what with the latest financial revelations. 

Next week, Dec. 6, offers yet another 
opportunity to tell the City Council how the 
albatross known as WTP4 is economically 
and environmentally flawed, and how it will 
continue to drive up rates and force the city 
to sell more water in order to pay off the 
debt. An item on that day’s agenda calls for 
consideration of the Austin Water Utility’s 
request for an additional $15.5 million 
to finance WTP4’s completion so 
the plant can be up and running 
in 2014. 

Council has seen this pro- 
posed budget adjustment 
coming for many weeks, 
but a city auditor’s report 
released Nov. 19 solidified 
the utility’s warning signals 
and clarified some other 
fine-print details. (See 
“WTP4: Running on 
Overruns?,” Oct. 19.) 

Construction of the plant, the 
city’s biggest public works project in 
decades, was given the green light in 2009 
on a narrow 4-3 vote. The project was billed 
by the business community as a much-need- 
ed jobs booster at a time when the economy 
was down and construction materials were 
cheap. Even though one of the four “yes” 
votes has been replaced by an ally of WTP4 
opponents, don’t expect a council majority to 
outright reject staff’s request for more 
money. The project is too far along to back 
out now, the argument goes, so council has 
little choice but to approve the requested 
funding for the three remaining construction 
contracts. (The same too-far-along argument 
was applied last year when a new council 
majority toyed with the idea of temporarily 
halting construction.) 


As critics see it, “throwing good money 
after bad” will bring the project’s cost-overrun 
tally to nearly $60 million; this includes the 
$44 million that was shaved off over the 
summer to bring costs closer to the $359 
million mark that council set (again on a nar- 
row 4-3 vote) in November 2010 as part of a 
“construction cost limitation” agreement with 
MWH Constructors Inc., the council- 
approved manager at-risk firm hired to over- 
see the contracts. 

Now we’re told, and the auditor’s report 
verifies, that the “structure of the agree- 
ment” of that $359 million did not 
guarantee a firm cap. At the time, 
however, key staff members - 
in their hurry-hurry rush to ink 
a deal - assured council 
that the blank-check 
approval would simply pro- 
vide some wiggle room in 
the event of unexpected 
costs. Most of the council 
members - along with the 
rest of us - seem to 
remember that the $359 mil- 
lion was supposed to be the 
stopping point. Staff made the 
case that with funding in hand and a 
construction manager at-risk on board, the 
contract packages could be negotiated and 
awarded quickly and efficiently, without coun- 
cil having to review each package individually. 
Which is another way of saying they didn’t 
want the public to see where and how the 
$359 million was being spent. 

DON’T ASK, DON’T TELL 

“One of the disturbing things for me is that 
when I voted for this [$359 million], I thought 
that was the number,” said Mayor Pro Sheryl 
Cole at the Nov. 19 meeting of council’s 

Audit and Finance Committee, where the 
WTP4 overruns were front and center. The 
four council members on the committee - 
Cole, Laura Morrison, Bill Spelman, and 


Kathie Tovo - all expressed surprise that 
what they had believed to be a spending cap 
in 2010 had just been an estimate all along. 
Staff neglected to mention that in its original 
pitch for approval. 

“Because we didn’t ask you that explicit 
question, you and other city staff who were 
present at the [2010] meeting did not give 
us that answer,” Spelman told Austin Water 
Director Greg Meszaros. Spelman said he 
had even gone back and reviewed a video of 
the meeting to make sure he hadn’t glossed 
over a key piece of information. 

Morrison said there were lessons to be 
learned from the overruns and called for 
greater transparency and scrutiny of future 
high-dollar projects. She was among the 
three who voted against the blank-check 
deal, arguing that the council, and the public 
for that matter, should be able to review the 
contracts before they were awarded. She 
pointed out that nine of the 11 contract pack- 
ages have gone well over their so-called guar- 
anteed maximum prices. “That sounds like a 
pretty bad guesstimate record,” she said. In 
a statement later, she added, “All along, the 
contract sounded too good to be true and 
now we’re finding out that it was.” 

Cole, for her part, seemed mystified by 
how a major omission in a financial agree- 
ment managed to escape council’s radar for 
two years. To be fair, the words “construction 
cost limitation” do carry a ring of a spending 
cap, and staff should have told them up front 
that the amount they were asking for was 
only an estimate. But then, that would have 
just raised more questions and postpone- 
ments, and hey, we need jobs, don’t we? 

Opponents warned that while the project 
itself should never have been approved, 
handing over a $359 million check to build 
the thing would cast an even greater shroud 
of secrecy within the utility department. They 
were right. 

Chamber-of-Commerce-driven boondoggles 
seldom prove skeptics wrong. ■

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City to Heyride: Not So Fast 


Heyride was on the cover of The Austin Chronicle last 
week, but the legality of the service is in dispute. Hours after 
the Chronicle hit stands last Wednesday morning, the city of 
Austin issued a press release revealing that on Oct. 31, it had 
sent a cease-and-desist letter to the company’s CEO, Joshua 
Huck. The letter advised Huck that “Heyride very closely 
resembles ... a taxi franchise, and that any operation dis- 
patching drivers to potential passengers on-demand requires 
a City Council approved Franchise Agreement, and that all 
drivers are required to successfully satisfy criminal back- 
ground and driving history checks as per Austin City Code.” 
Heyride does perform criminal background checks, as 
the article mentions, though when I registered for the ser- 
vice as a driver, I didn’t have to pass one for my driving 
history. While the cease-and-desist letter wasn’t publicized 
until the press release was issued Nov. 21, 
part of the conversation between Huck and 
the Chronicle did include a discussion of the 
legal and permitting issues involving the 
service and its drivers. When asked if the 
company had a lawyer who told them why 
they didn’t need permits, Huck responded: 

“It’s new technology, and we currently exist 
in this grey area. You can say, ‘Is it illegal for 
me to get in your car and give you five bucks 
for taking me to the grocery store?’ How 
illegal is that? Are you a ground transporta- 
tion service now? Are you my chauffeur, or 
are we still friends? Or are we both?” 

Those are fine theoretical questions (it would have also 
been a fine time for Huck, who was interviewed on Nov. 9, 
to mention receiving the Oct. 31 cease-and-desist letter), 
but that sort of abstraction may not get Heyride off the 
hook: “He’s operating a franchise,” says Karla Villalon, 
public information manager at the Austin Transportation 
Department. “If you look at his revenue model, he takes a 
cut on every transaction, so I don’t know that it’s a friendly 
exchange anymore. That type of service is regulated by the 
city.” (Other unconventional transit operators, including 
pedicabs and electric cabs, have also bumped up against 
city regs in recent years.) 


The city had requested a meeting with Huck to discuss 
Heyride, which he had scheduled and then canceled. (He’s 
since reached out to the Transportation Department to 
reschedule.) “There were some internal discussions before 
we opened that conduit up,” he explained after the city of 
Austin issued its press release about the cease-and-desist 
letter. “We had to consult within our organization to make 
sure that we presented ourselves accurately to the city, so 
the city has the correct view of what we do.” 

One group that Huck may not have presented Heyride’ s 
status accurately to, however, is its drivers. It’s understand- 
able that, as he sought to publicize his company, he might 
choose to decline to inform the Chronicle about the fact that 
the city had challenged its legality. It’s less understandable 
that he kept this from the people who provide the service 
that makes Heyride work - especially since 
those people face potential criminal liabili- 
ties for offering rides. The press release 
reads, “Should those associated with Heyride 
proceed with providing unlicensed for-hire 
services in Austin, citations will be issued to 
those observed operating without a permit/ 
operating authority, which is a Class C mis- 
demeanor,” and Villalon clarified that this 
does refer to both “the drivers and the fran- 
chise operator.” 

Huck, for his part, is unconcerned about 
this. “I don’t know how they’d enforce it,” he 
says. “To me, that sounds like they’re trying 
to strike fear into the heart of people who are giving rides 
to each other.” While it’s reasonable to question if it would 
be a good use of city resources to, say, have police request 
rides on the Heyride app, and then ticket the driver who 
shows up, it’s also reasonable to expect that this possibility 
is something that the company probably ought to have 
shared with its users once the city notified them. 

The question of Heyride’ s legality isn’t settled by the fact 
that the city issued a cease-and-desist letter to the company, 
and Huck is almost certainly right when he says that this 
business model is something that the city will need to learn 
to work with. “We may be the first, but we’re not going to be

the last,” he said. “If I were the city, I’d love to work with a 
local business trying to do something positive here, instead 
of threatening them with fines.” 

That would certainly be in the best interest of Heyride 
and - if the safety questions (which extend beyond back- 
ground checks into driving history, vehicle safety, and 
insurance) can be properly addressed - probably in the best 
interest of the people who need another option for getting 
around Austin. One group who might take issue with it, 
though, are the taxi companies. Taxi permits are tightly 
regulated, and the Taxi Drivers Association of Austin was 
incensed after a new round of 45 additional permits were 
issued over the summer, which cost individual cab drivers 
revenue. And Huck believes they may have also pressured 
the city to pursue legal options against Heyride. 

That may be the position of someone looking for an 
excuse as to why the company he’s spent months building 
is suddenly under legal fire, but it may be true, as well - for 
evidence, he points to tweets that the company has received 
from an Austin cabbie (@41grapeape) that included a photo of 
a copy of the cease-and-desist letter, sent on Nov. 13. 
Villalon isn’t aware of how the cab driver received a copy of 
the letter before the press did, though she notes that it is in 
the public record. The driver himself didn’t respond to 
questions within the narrow time window for this story. 

No matter what ends up happening with Heyride, the 
city of Austin, and the cab drivers who may or may not be 
out to shut the service down, one thing remains clear: The 
newness of the business model utilized by companies like 
this, as well as their user-to-user nature, means that the law 
and regulators are going to need to figure out a way to deal 
with them soon - and the old approaches are probably not 
going to be sufficient for companies that operate in so 
many gray areas. - Dan Solomon

Terry Keel, a 
Republican who helped facilitate plenty of 
Austin-bashing bills in his day, it’s no wonder 
the city and several neighborhood groups are 
just a little interested in what gets built 
where and how. 

• A public hearing and possible action on 
the creation of the East Riverside Corridor 


zoning district, east of 1-35, where a redevel- 
opment transformation process is already 
making the low-rent street look, well, differ- 
ent. Several other East Riverside matters are 
also on the agenda, including the return of a 
controversial proposal to rename Arena 
Drive as Shore District Drive “for purpos- 
es of neighborhood enhancement,” otherwise 
known as marketing. 

• A rather convoluted zoning/development 
issue in the 5500 block of North Lamar, 
regarding property owned by the Texas 
State Troopers Association. Developers 
are seeking upzoning to allow a 385-unit 
apartment complex and possible mixed-use. 
Neighborhoods in the area have weighed in 
with traffic and other access concerns, as 
has AISD because of the site’s proximity to 
McCallum High School. 

• And for those South Austinites who’ve 

been asking when Wheatsville Food Co-op 
will open its second location on South Lamar, 
the case is currently tied up in city code 
issues involving its sale of alcoholic beverag- 
es in close proximity to a public school. A 
public hearing is tentatively set for Dec. 13. 
Mark the date on your holiday calendar and 
come on down.

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Victories for Living Wages 


The ongoing battle between contractors 
and a coalition of advocacy groups bent on 
making economic development incentives the 
next major battleground for wage rights took 
a decidedly worker tilt this week. Tuesday 
morning, the Travis County Commissioners 
Court finally signed off on its brand-new eco- 
nomic development incentives policy, one 
that will include an $ll/hour wage floor for 
program participants and the construction 
workers who build their facilities. That after- 
noon, a subcommittee of the Austin City 
Council proposed similar changes to the city 
of Austin’s development incentives criteria. 

Despite the clear trend here, none of this 
comes without all kinds of hand-wringing from 
contractors, the Austin Chamber of Com- 
merce, and Mayor Lee Leffingwell. For con- 
tractors, the worry centers around (predict- 
ably) the impact of increased wages on their 
respective bottom lines. On the other hand, 
the chamber and Leffingwell worry that such 
changes will implode the city’s very robust 
economic development program (see: Apple, 
U.S. Farathane, and HID Global, to name a 
handful of recent cases). 

Workers advocacy organizations - particu- 
larly the Workers Defense Project, which 
gets a gold star for pushing hard on the issue 
over the past year - say the relative financial 
impact of higher construction wages on a 


project is minimal. Development- 
minded folks aren’t so sure. 

They say that even the 1% 
increase suggested by WDP 
would amount, using HID 
Global construction as a 
marker, to $300,000. Not 
pennies, that number. 

As part of his slate of sug- 
gestions, Council Member Mike 
Martinez offered a bone to 
contractors. He called for the 
creation of a collateral pool that 
he hopes will help offset the 
pain for subcontractors trying to 
make wages while waiting for a 
check from the prime contrac- 
tor. The pool, Martinez told 
online In Fact Daily, will proba- 
bly be funded by the city. 

None of this was enough for 
Leffingwell, who pictured trouble 
if it’s all passed by the full 
council. The mayor tried to offer 
an amendment that would 
make the wage floor an option for companies 
looking for bonus incentives, not part of the 
core set of requirements for receiving public 
funding. His suggestion did not get a second. 

This sets up a vote at council where 
Martinez, Morrison, and Tovo will need just

one more of their colleagues to sign off on 
the new requirements. We know it won’t 
come from the mayor. That leaves the trio 
of Mayor Pro Tern Sheryl Cole and Council 
Members Chris Riley and Bill Spelman - at 
least one of whom is likely to get on board. 


Meanwhile, regarding what is likely a more 
far-reaching action, Leffingwell and Martinez 
opposed a policy proposal that would require 
city staff to brief council members on pro- 
posed incentive deals before, rather than 
after, negotiating them. - Mike Kanin

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ASME vs. Esme 

UT ENGINEERING GROUP WITHDRAWS LOGO 
BASED ON BARRERA MEMORIAL DESIGN 


It’s hard to design an iconic logo, but the 
For Esme design - created to commemorate 
the life and tragic death of Esme Barrera - 
has achieved that in Austin. Now the 

University of Texas branch of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers is apolo- 
gizing for printing T-shirts that clearly 
mimic the tribute. 

Barrera, 29, was murdered in her West 
Campus home on Jan. 1 (James Loren 
Brown, whom APD described as the prime 
suspect in her slaying, committed suicide a 
month later). She was a teaching assistant 
at Casis Elementary and, through her work 
as a volunteer with Girls Rock Camp and an 
employee at Waterloo Records, had become 
a mainstay of Austin’s live music scene (see 
“Excited About Life,” Jan. 13). The For 
Esme logo became a way for her many 
friends in Austin and her hometown of El 
Paso to commemorate her: friends such as 
John Walker, who wears the logo as a tattoo 
on his arm. On November 20, he was in 
Torchy’s Tacos on Slaughter Lane when he 
saw students wearing what he thought were 
For Esme shirts. Walker said he approached 
the students and asked, “‘Hey guys, are you 
all friends of Esme’s?’ They looked a little 
perplexed.” Looking closer, he saw the 
design had been altered to read “Hooked on 
ASME,” and the students explained that 
they were part of the UT engineering group. 
Walker spread the distressing news via 
Facebook, and soon ASME came under 
pressure. Walker explained: “There wasn’t 
an organized effort. I think everyone is so 
emotionally entrenched in the whole Esme 
thing that they acted naturally, and started 
calling and writing.” While ASME was ini- 
tially defensive, Walker said that “within 24 
hours we had full apologies from the head 


of engineering, the head of the organiza- 
tion, and someone from the board of regents 
wrote me back.” 

Since the uproar began, ASME is trying to 
make amends. In a statement, ASME 
President Katie Leahy wrote: “We made 
a mistake. We are sorry for any sad- 
ness we caused friends of Esme 
Barrera and we have learned from 
our mistake.” She explained that 
the group ran a contest, and 
received three submissions, 
including the winning design by 
graduate research assistant Jared 
Garrison. They ordered 550 shirts to be 
handed out to new members at the begin- 
ning of the school year. The group has prom- 
ised to destroy the 90 shirts still on its 
shelves, and Leahy is also asking members 
to return the 460 that were distributed. “We 
were not fully aware,” she said, “of the mean- 
ing and purpose of the Esme logo which the 
winning logo looked so similar to.” 

The Esme design clearly predates the 
ASME logo. A few days after Barrera’s 
death, local graphic artist Charlie Chauvin 
was contacted by his brother, who had 
worked with Barrera at Casis. His brother 
asked him to design a symbol that would 
memorialize her life, and he put the design 
online on Jan. 5. ASME announced Garri- 
son’s design via their Eacebook page on 
July 16 - six months after Chauvin released 
For Esme. Chauvin’s design, with its thumb 
straight out and two fingers up, evokes the 
American Sign Language sign for “I love 
you” (something that Chauvin said on his 
blog at the time was a happy coincidence). 
With the thumb folded in, Garrison’s design 
looks more like the familiar “rock on” and 
“hook ’em horns” signs. However, the simi-

larities - the font, using the vowels to make 
the raised fingers, the staggered position- 
ing of the s and the m - dramatically out- 
weigh the differences. In an email, Chauvin 
called the ASME shirt “inappropriate and 
insensitive. I am not okay with any deriva- 
tive of the original design as there are too 
many visual similarities.” 

For Chauvin and Walker, the issue is not 
about copyright infringement, but rather 
about respecting Barrera’s memory and the 
meaning of the design. When he first saw 
Chauvin’s design, Walker said: “It was the 
first time I saw anyone giggle or laugh at 



anything in the couple of weeks since Esme 
was murdered.” 

Garrison and UT mechanical engineering 
departmental chair Jayathi Murthy have 
both written to Chauvin to apologize for the 
misappropriation of his design. Chauvin 
said, “I appreciate that [ASME has] been 
sensitive to the matter and took immediate 
action to resolve the problem. There are so 
many people that hold Esme Barrera close 
to their hearts in this community, and 
it would be an injustice to dismantle 
something that has so much meaning to 
so many people.” - Richard Whittaker 
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Hoo-boy, the startling revelation that 
American Airlines has had some of its pas- 
senger seats come loose during flights gives 
new meaning to the phrase “flying by the 
seat of your pants.” 

But that’s what the top bosses of this once- 
proud airline have been doing for months as 
they continue to downsize its skilled work- 
force, outsource essential jobs, and generally 
demoralize the people who make an airline 
successful. Having plunged 
the corporation into bankrupt- 
cy last year, the geniuses in 
American’s executive suite 
decided that the way to fix the 
airline’s financial mess and 
restore public confidence in its 
service was to force more cuts 
on the employees who provide the services. 

Thus, in February, it was decreed that 
maintenance crews in Fort Worth and Tulsa 
would be slashed, and more than a third of 
their jobs would be outsourced. Tom Horton, 
American’s genius-in-chief, blithely declared 
that airplanes “can be maintained in Asia or 


Latin America ... anywhere.” True - but not 
necessarily we//-maintained. 

In September, when the seats started com- 
ing loose, the brass callously drove company 
morale further down by implying that Ameri- 
can’s maintenance crews, who are members 
of the Transport Workers Union, were the 
culprits. But TWU fired right back, pointing 
out that maintenance of two lines of 757s, 
including seats, had been outsourced to a 
non-union, low-wage corpora- 
tion where employees don’t 
get expert union training or 
regular on-site reviews by fed- 
eral safety inspectors. 

As a frequent flier on Ameri- 
can, I have a personal interest 
in this fight. I want CEO 
Horton to come to his senses and recognize 
that he can’t climb out of bankruptcy by step- 
ping on the line employees he has to count 
on to make the flying experience pleasant 
and safe. Cut the corporate hierarchy - not 
the people we customers actually trust to 
deliver a good product.

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Still Looking for a Home 

Austin searching for a comprehensive solution for homelessness

Travis County’s Patient No. 1 lives behind 
a cloak of anonymity, provided both by offi- 
cial practice and a particular set of life cir- 
cumstances. Chances are you will never 
meet Patient No. 1, but you’re deeply invest- 
ed in Patient No. 1. In calendar year 2010, 
Patient No. 1 absorbed $75,407.41 worth of 
emergency medical care, and you paid for 
it. Patient No. 1 does not have a home, let 
alone any sort of insurance coverage. 
Instead, Patient No. 1 depends on care from 
local emergency rooms or, every once in a 
while, the county jail. Patient No. 1 is a 
poster patient, and a metaphor twice over - 
the wandering personification of a national 
problem, and the living, breathing argu- 
ment for its solution. 

So what is Austin to do with Patient No. 1 
- and, for that matter, with the portion of 
the homeless population that isn’t Patient 
No. 1: the single moms who live in cars, the 
gentrification-ousted renters, the whole 
tragic mess of homelessness? 

To get at it, Austin could well turn to exist- 
ing, successful models for inspiration. The 
city of Miami designed a solution that 
includes a business-community-backed (i.e., 
well-funded), comprehensive approach that 
offers a significant portion of the city’s home- 
less population real ways to get off the street. 


Since its 1993 inception, the effort there has 
reduced the city’s homeless population from 
8,000 to just 1,000 “street” homeless. Three 
Austin City Council members, high-ranking 
city administration officials, and a host of 
advocates from such organizations as the 
Downtown Austin Alliance and Foundation 
Communities have been to Miami to see the 
solution up close. Some version of this pro- 
gram could find its way to Central Texas. 

Closer to home, San Antonio officials 
built a sprawling, 15-building, 37-acre cam- 
pus that surrounds transitioning homeless 
with a variety of on-site services. Austin 
policymakers say the city doesn’t have the 
space to provide a San Antonio-style cam- 
pus, and besides, it might be seen as a seg- 
regationist solution. Yet, the San Antonio 
method serves nearly 1,000 down-on-their- 
luck citizens and sleeps up to 500 a night. 
By comparison, the Austin Resource Center 
for the Homeless sleeps only 100. 


None of this is to say that there aren’t 
substantial efforts in Austin to help Patient 
No. 1. Indeed, the city has more than a fist- 
ful of existing advocacy and outreach orga- 
nizations already doing the hard work. But 
there is no overarching plan - a funny situ- 
ation for a town so devoted to planning. 
Worse, when the city went to its own voters 
on Nov. 6 for $78.3 million in bond funds to 
support affordable housing in the region - a 
key portion of any comprehensive approach 
to the homelessness issue - the voters 
declined. It was a significant, and some- 
what surprising, blow. 

The election has thereby complicated the 
obvious question: What’s next? 

The Miami Model 

According to the website of a private part- 
ner in Miami/Dade County’s program, the 
Florida version of the story reads like a 
Dickensian rich-man-makes-good fantasy,

complete with a bit of deus ex machina pro- 
vided by a court order. The story starts with 
a quote from Alvah Chapman, a former pub- 
lisher of The Miami Herald : “In 1991, when 
I left my Knight-Ridder office and drove 
south, I was appalled by the sea of human- 
ity that was living under the expressways in 
conditions that would have been a disgrace 
to a third world nation.” 

Chapman, according to the South Florida 
Sun-Sentinel, pushed Florida’s then-Gov. 
Lawton Chiles to create the Governor’s 
Commission on the Homeless in 1992, and 
to appoint Chapman to it. The Sun-Sentinel 

- a competitor of Chapman’s Herald - says 
that the effort was “jolted” into place by an 
American Civil Liberties Union lawsuit 
accusing Miami-Dade of “a pattern of 
unconstitutional treatment of the home- 
less.” Obviously, the program needed fund- 
ing - and by 1993, Florida jurisdictions were 
granted the authority to impose a 1% food 
and beverage tax and direct a significant 
portion to homelessness-combating pro- 
grams. Miami-Dade would be the only 
region in the state to take the opportunity. 

Miami-Dade began to see an impressive 
turnaround in its homeless population. By 
1997, even the Sun-Sentinel had called the 
progress “striking.” In 1998, the program 
was recognized as a national best practice. 
The Miami model found success - at least in 
the Chapman program - in a comprehen- 
sive approach that offers the region’s home- 
less sleeping accommodations at facilities 
that also boast social and medical services 
and offer meals and job training, as well as 
mental health support. 

The plan includes a strong outreach pro- 
gram - nicknamed the Green Shirt effort, 
for the color of the tops worn by its workers 

- that aims to get homeless Miamians 
quickly off the street. The Green Shirts 
carry a list of available services and the abil- 
ity to immediately direct individuals to the 
appropriate place. 

Some observers argue that Miami’s num- 
bers, especially the initial 8,000 estimate, 
aren’t quite accurate, but no one questions the 
visible success of the Chapman effort. Still, 
it’s not quite fair to compare Miami to Austin. 
Even if Austin had a comprehensive outreach 
program like Miami’s, the city still wouldn’t 
have enough empty beds, caseworkers, or 
housing to answer the need. Ann Howard, 
executive director of the Ending Community 
Homelessness Coalition, says, “The Chapman 
Center, which does a great job, is not a shelter 
for folks with mental illness. They are at a dif- 
ferent shelter in Miami. . . . They’ve culled out 
who’s going to the Chapman.” 

She continues: “It’s not the right com- 
parison if we’re worried about what’s going 
on Downtown in Austin, Texas.” 

San Antonio’s Campus 

The beginning of San Antonio’s program 
reads a lot like Chapman’s call to power. 
According to the private nonprofit Haven 
for Hope’s website, local “business and civic 
leader” Bill Greehey - chairman of NuStar 
Energy - saw a documentary on San Anto- 
nio’s homeless population in 2005. Five

years later, Greehey, in partnership with 
local politicos, opened a massive campus 
that Haven for Hope claims is “the largest, 
most comprehensive Homeless Transfor- 
mation Campus” in the United States. In 
addition to beds, the facility contains treat- 
ment options for addiction and mental ill- 
ness, job training, and chapel services. 
According to a January 2012 report pre- 
pared by the facility, “The Haven for Hope 
campus increases the effectiveness of 78 
nonprofit service providers [40 housed on- 
site], who are now able to collaborate.” 
Haven for Hope is a centralized facility, 
something that critics might dismiss as a 
ghetto of poverty separated from the rest of 
the city. It’s still a bit early to evaluate 
Haven’s success, but its approach seems 
persuasive. “Studies show that up to 80% of 
people who become homeless can quickly 
regain self-sufficiency if they receive sup- 
portive services such as those found at 
Haven for Hope,” continues the 2012 report. 
“Following best practices based on thor- 
ough research on homelessness and sub- 
stance abuse, the campus provides holistic 
treatment by combining: Housing, Food, 
Health, Job/Employment, Education, Finan- 
cial, Social Support Services, Case Man- 
agement, Spiritual and Targeted Population 
Services within a single campus.” 

In two years, Haven for Hope has found 
work for 700 of its clients and permanent 
housing for nearly 900. According to spokes- 
woman Evita Mendiola, Haven’s early suc- 
cess stems from its ability to avoid the pre- 
dictable barriers for a homeless population, 
thanks to the on-site services that let Haven 
residents access social services without 
having to worry about how to get to them. 

Bill Brice, security and maintenance 
director for the Downtown Austin Alliance, 
notes one problem with the San Antonio 
approach that might also be an issue for 
Austin. Though the program has been suc- 


cessful in moving people off the streets into 
temporary shelter, the logical next step has 
been somewhat elusive. “They are recogniz- 
ing that they don’t necessarily have the 
[permanent housing] units to move those 
people into,” Brice says. 

There are certainly lessons for Austin in 
each of these programs. Foundation Com- 
munities is one of the Austin success sto- 
ries, and Executive Director Walter Moreau 
says that some of the success of the Miami 
and San Antonio programs is due to the 


simple fact that those efforts provide 
reserved beds. “You have a reserved spot 
that you don’t have to leave in the morn- 
ing,” he says. That’s not the case for Austin’s 
emergency shelter, the Austin Resource 
Center for the Homeless, where some of the 
most acutely needy turn. 

In the first place, the ARCH is primarily 
a first-come, first-served emergency shelter 
and is not equipped to serve as a centralized 
intake facility for the chronically homeless. 
According to Howard, only a fraction of the

DOWNTOWN STOPGAP: THE PUBLIC 

In late September, Austin Police Chief Art Acevedo launched what the 
APD called a “public order initiative.” The operation was aimed at reducing 
Downtown crime in the wake of data that reflected that, while violent crime 
had been decreasing citywide, it had been rising in neighborhoods Down- 
town. Numbers were floated that suggested - perhaps mislead- 
ingly - that Downtown’s homeless population was linked to a 
disproportionate amount of crime. There was also a statement 
from Acevedo, delivered the day before the start of the initia- 
tive, that suggested homeless services be moved out of the 
center of the city (see “Latest Homeless Initiative: Bust ’Em?,” 

Oct. 12). There were rumors that the cops were engaged in 
sweeps, arresting large numbers of homeless people. 

In late October, Acevedo testified before the Austin City 
Council’s Health and Human Services Committee, 
providing a full-throated defense of the Downtown efforts: “We 
don’t target people,” he told council members, “based on 
socioeconomic standing.” 

Acevedo was not ready to abandon the idea that Downtown 
is not the best place for homeless social services - such as the 
Austin Resource Center for the Homeless on Seventh Street - to be head- 
quartered. “It has beer readily available and booze readily available; it’s 
probably not a good mixture,” he said. Acevedo waded into an even trickier 
argument, the conflict between the have-nots and the haves - specifically 
panhandlers vs. wealthy Downtown residents. Those residents “have an 
expectation,” he told the committee. “If I’m going to pay hundreds of thou-

sands of dollars for a condo, I want to be able to go to that corner restau- 
rant or to that cafe” without being harassed. 

The September crackdown evoked a variety of responses. Mayor Pro Tern 
Sheryl Cole said the homelessness question was getting wrongly but 
“inextricably intertwined” with other issues. “A crime is a 
crime whether it is committed by a homeless person or not, 
and that needs to be addressed,” she said. “Violence is unac- 
ceptable regardless of who commits the crime.” But Cole also 
told the Chronicle that public order initiatives are not an ade- 
quate solution to homelessness. 

Downtown Austin Alliance’s Bill Brice said he con- 
siders Downtown safe, but added that “it’s hard to keep that area 
safe ... when people wait in line” to get into the ARCH. He further 
suggested that the system - fine as its operators might be - is 
overloaded. “What’s going out of the back of the [social services] 
pipeline,” he said, “is a lot less than what’s coming in the front.” 
The ultimate outcome of Acevedo’s roundup/public order ini- 
tiative remains to be seen. Part of that determination may come 
when the chief reports back to City Council with more precise 
data about how the homeless are involved in Downtown crime - how much as 
perpetrators and how much as victims. Council Member Mike Martinez 
said that while he is not absolutely opposed to moving services out of 
Downtown, homelessness isn’t necessarily bounded along street lines. “If we 
keep looking at homelessness as a geographical issue, we’ll never solve it,” 
he said. “It is a social problem, not a geographical problem.” - M.K.

population that visits the ARCH receives 
case management services - the kind that 
help direct an individual through the some- 
times byzantine world of federal, state, and 
local social support services. 

Finding the Money 

Mayor Pro Tern Sheryl Cole has visited 
both Miami and San Antonio in search of 
best practices to bring home. She suggests 
that the city governments in those places 
have formed extensive partnerships. “Both 
cities have a model - a new model - that I 
think is probably one of the most critical 
aspects of what we need to implement 
here,” she says. “It involves a collaboration 
between the government sector, the faith- 
based community, social services, and the 
business community 

“In Austin, at this stage,” Cole continues, 
“the government sector is taking a primary 
role in trying to address the issue. . . . But we 
do not want to do that alone, and we do not 
think we can do that alone. We have to have 
the other prongs of the model at the table.” 

Much of the solution comes down to 
money. Miami-Dade reeled in millions of 
dollars in federal funding, thanks to its con- 
siderable local match. It can also depend on 
$14 million annually from the food and bev- 
erage tax. San Antonio, by contrast, is sub- 
ject to the same lack of state social services 
funding we are - but managed to give just 
over $7 million to Haven for Hope alone in 
fiscal year 2012. San Antonio’s Department 
of Human Services funded a raft of com- 
munity programs to the tune of $36.1 mil- 
lion from the city’s general fund. 

The city of Austin can provide only a frac- 
tion of its already severely diced $25 million 
in social services funds to address homeless- 
ness. Private investment did help establish 
such efforts as the ARCH, but Council 
Member Mike Martinez isn’t sure that’s an 
adequate precedent. “We’ve got to get the 
right partners at the table,” he says. “You can’t 
go to the business community every time and 
say, ‘Hey, we need you to pony up some 
money and help us solve this.’ We’ve already 
tried that, and it hasn’t worked. They stepped 
up heavily for the ARCH and helped fund 
that and embraced it being Downtown, and 
it’s done good - it’s done a lot of good things 
- but it certainly didn’t solve our issues.” 

Proposition 15 was supposed to help. On 
Nov. 6, the city of Austin asked its voters to 
approve $78.3 million in bonds for rental 
housing and affordable ownership opportu- 
nities for low- to moderate-income residents 
and Austinites with special needs who are 
working toward self-sufficiency. It wasn’t 
the annual $95 million infusion that helps 
fund Miami’s programs, but it would have 
been a substantial investment. 

The citizens of Austin said no. 

There’s been plenty of speculation, includ- 
ing in this paper, about why Prop. 15 failed. 
Martinez suggests it was insufficient educa- 
tion. “It’s not that [Austinites are] opposed to 
it. ... They just want to know where we are 
going to stick all of these units,” he says. 
“Obviously, we’d love to have a road map, but 
. . . when the opportunity arises and a property

becomes available that’s cheap and can have 
a big impact, you have to be ready and capa- 
ble of moving on it quickly, and sometimes it 
may not be according to the plan.” 

Whatever the explanation, the defeat of 
Prop. 15 was a considerable blow to the 
overall effort to diminish homelessness. 
And there’s a paradox embedded in the 
problem that makes the failure of Prop. 15 
even more frustrating: There is strong evi- 
dence that an investment in permanent 
supportive housing, though expensive up 
front, is ultimately cheaper than doing 
nothing. And that calculation brings us 
back to Patient No. 1. 

Patient No. 1 is a member of what social 
scientists call “a cohort,” a group of indi- 
viduals who share a set of measurable expe- 
riences. Patient No. l’s cohort is the top 20 
most frequent users of emergency care in 
Travis County. They are all homeless and 
dependent on city services to address their 
complicated sets of needs. This means hos- 
pital emergency room visits, frequent con- 
tact with Emergency Medical Services, and 
mental health or detox care courtesy of 
Travis County Central Booking. The cumu- 
lative costs are daunting - in 2010 alone, 
almost $800,000 spent on just 20 people - 
and make investments in permanent solu- 
tions seem economical by comparison. 

There are also, says ECHO, hospital costs 
for those members of the homeless popula- 
tion who need more attention than can be 
provided by EMS. ECHO puts that figure at 


over $1.5 million in emergency room costs 
and $1.4 million in other hospital fees. The 
DAA’s Brice succinctly summarizes the sit- 
uation: “We’re spending millions and mil- 
lions of dollars to not solve the problem.” 

It also means that despite the substantial 
start-up costs, investing in permanent sup- 
portive housing could save the city (and the 
county, and the taxpayers) a lot of money. 

Collaborations in Progress 

While much of Austin was preoccupied 
with Formula One weekend (for or against), 
the city’s veterans consultant, Allen 
Bergeron, was engaged in a different sort of 
civic enterprise. In September, Mayor Lee 
Leffingwell and the Veterans Affairs Office 

- with help from state and federal programs 

- kicked off a furniture donation program 
designed to provide furnishings to veterans 
and their families who are transitioning to 
new housing. In about a month, the partici- 
pating organizations and their sponsors had 
collected enough household goods to fur- 
nish dwellings for seven vets. It was a rela- 
tively small effort that, nonetheless, had a 
large impact (as Bergeron puts it, a program 
might get a vet into housing, but it can’t 
keep him or her from sleeping on the floor) 
and was accomplished quickly and effi- 
ciently. “We have a warehouse full of furni- 
ture,” says Bergeron - in theory, the seed of 
several more furnished homes. 

Key players in local efforts to combat 
homelessness - including those both at City 



Hall and on the front lines - argue that 
what’s on the ground now could benefit 
from better focus. A broadly accessible, cen- 
tralized, and comprehensive database of 
services would be a good start; more case 
managers would be helpful, too. But they 
insist that there is already quite a bit of 
service infrastructure. “We have so many of 
the same components at work that other 
cities have,” says Brice. “It’s just a matter of 
coming to grips with how all of these parts 
come together.” 

A close-up of such efforts as Bergeron’s is 
encouraging. In addition to the furniture 
drive, the city Veterans Affairs Office has 
also organized an arrangement whereby 
local faith organizations step in to watch 
children of single female veterans while they 
take care of necessary activities like job 
interviews. Bergeron is also partnering with 
the U.S. VETS in an arrangement that he 
hopes will acquire more permanent, full- 
time transitional housing for vets over the 
next six months or so. 

Bergeron and his staff are employing a 
broad range of programs to get homeless 
veterans into long-term housing by provid- 
ing the wraparound support that is required 
to do the job. And he’s doing it at a very low 
cost. His department relies on partnerships 
- federal, state, faith-based, private, what- 
ever - to get things done. The office’s basic 
operations are funded by a federal grant. 

Although it might not seem so to the 
casual observer, there are in fact fewer 


homeless in Austin than in other U.S. cities; 
that means the problem should be relatively 
more solvable here than in, say, New York or 
Los Angeles or even Houston. Bergeron 
estimates Austin’s homeless veteran popu- 
lation at 150 to 200; if the citywide figure is 
something that can be tackled, Bergeron’s 
focus is even more manageable, and the 
progress made by the Veterans Affairs Office 
illustrates that a lot can be accomplished for 
not much funding. 

Indeed, the pieces of a solution may be in 
place, but the funding most certainly isn’t. 
Cole does not mince words about the stakes. 
“The homeless issue has been called the 
last major civil rights issue,” she says. “Now 
as you see ... the public order initiatives 
with many cities throughout the country, 
with large amounts of the homeless popula- 
tion, you’re seeing a crackdown, sometimes, 
on their civil liberties.” In recent months, 
the Austin Police Department has respond- 
ed to a rising incidence of homeless-related 
crime - both as victims and perpetrators - 
with its own public order initiative, to a 
mixed public response (see “Downtown 
Stopgap,” p.28). But neither APD Chief Art 
Acevedo nor social services advocates con- 
sider such responses permanent or suffi- 
cient solutions. 

If we do nothing more, says Cole, “I don’t 
think [homelessness] will go away, especial- 
ly as we decrease our safety net.” Unless the 
city finds a way to fill that gap, the line will 
continue to form behind Patient No. 1. ■ 
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The Lincolns 
of Hollywood 


In F. Scott Fitzgerald’s The Last Tycoon 
(1941), Hollywood mogul Monroe Stahr 
escorts a European prince around the stu- 
dio. In those days, only “picture people,” as 
they were then called, were privy to the grit 
and grind of film production, so even the 
sophisticated prince of Fitzgerald’s story is 
wide-eyed at everyday studio activity like 
the commissary 

“Prince Agge drank it in - eagerly. It was 
gay with gypsies and with citizens and sol- 
diers ... of the First Empire ... men who 
lived and walked a hundred years ago. ... 
Then he saw Abraham Lincoln, and his 
whole feeling suddenly changed. 
[SJeeing him sitting here, his legs crossed, 
his kindly face fixed on a forty cent dinner, 
including dessert, his shawl wrapped 
around him as if to protect himself from the 
erratic air-cooling - now Prince Agge, who 
was in America at last, stared. ... This, then, 
was Lincoln. ... This, then, he thought, was 
what they all meant to be. Lincoln suddenly 
raised a triangle of pie and jammed it into 
his mouth, and, a little frightened, Prince 
Agge hurried to join Stahr.” 

Fitzgerald saw that, in Hollywood, Lincoln 
is Lincoln, Lincoln is not Lincoln, and, above 
all, Lincoln works for Stahr - or for John 
Ford or for Steven Spielberg. No matter what 


words are put in his mouth, if the makeup is 
right and the actor is good, Lincoln can be 
made to live in that most powerful of venues: 
the viewer’s imagination. 

Lincoln’s first significant screen incarna- 
tion was in D.W. Griffith’s The Birth of a 
Nation (1915), in which Lincoln really hasn’t 
much to do but sign the Emancipation 
Proclamation and get shot. But actor Joseph 
Henabery was visually perfect. The film 
premiered just 50 years after Appomattox 
and overwhelmed the Civil War veterans, 
civilians, and former slaves who were still 
alive, as well as the Civil War generation’s 
children and grandchildren who’d learned 
about Lincoln from kin who shared his era. 

In The Birth of a Nation, freeing the 
slaves didn’t turn out very well for anyone. 
The movie was cinema’s first blockbuster, 
yet Griffith was stung deeply by the many 
blacks (and the few whites) who protested 
his racism. 

Like most racists, Griffith did not believe 
he was a racist. After Birth, he gave the 
issue deep consideration. In 1930, he 
directed a brilliantly shot sound film, 
Abraham Lincoln. Scripted by the poet 
Stephen Vincent Benet, the film opens 
with a slave-ship scene that leaves no 
doubt of slavery’s evil. Walter Huston plays 


a robust, funny, wildcat of a Lincoln - raw, 
but of considerable intellect. Toward the 
end, this Lincoln makes a remarkable 
statement, Griffith’s final verdict on the 
cause for which his Confederate father 
fought. Lincoln often said that the slave 
owner was no more free than the slave. 
Recognizing this, Griffith’s Lincoln says: 
“We’ve got to win this war. It is a duty we 
owe the South as well as the North.” 

Nothing so profound ruffles John Ford’s 
Young Mr. Lincoln (1939). Sappy as only 
Ford can be sappy, Henry Fonda’s humble, 
saintly, silly Lincoln is saved, in perfor- 
mance, only by Fonda’s natural dignity and 
intelligence. Ford’s Lincoln has not one 
thought in his noggin, but (speaking of 
pies) he does judge a pie contest, stuffing 
himself with wedges of apple and peach 
confections. Ford’s Lincoln is pernicious for 
his utter lack of substance, an exercise in 
cinema’s power to drain any subject of its 
force and meaning. 

It is dangerous, it is oh-so-dangerous, to 
view history through the teary eyes of sen- 
timentality. 

But don’t tell that to John Cromwell, who 
directed Robert E. Sherwood’s Pulitzer- 
winning play, Abe Lincoln in Illinois (1940), 
in which Lincoln can do no wrong and his 
destiny is assured. Within that suspect 
frame, Sherwood takes Lincoln’s 
issues seriously, but actor 
Raymond Massey, in love 
with his caramel-and-taffy 
voice, delivers every line 
as though reading from 
the Bible. Ruth Gordon’s 
authenticity as Mary 
Todd Lincoln exposes 
the phoniness of the 
project; the screen comes 
alive when it is hers, espe- 
cially when she says, “I 
thought I could hope to 
shape him as I knew he should 
be, and I’ve succeeded in nothing 
but breaking myself.” 

Hollywood didn’t approach Lincoln again 
in a major way until Carl Sandburg’s Lincoln 
(1974), America’s first miniseries, a six-part 
effort directed by George Schaefer, starring 
Hal Holbrook. Holbrook, like Walter Huston, 
portrayed raw strength and sharp intellect, 
a Lincoln ready to take on all comers (with 
the exception of his wife, played with pathos 
by Sada Thompson). A lively, thoughtful 
work - but, like the others, this production 
falls into the trap of inevitability: Lincoln is 
called to greatness and must be great so he 
is great, his few agonies quickly overmas- 
tered by his unbreakable will. 

But where is the man who woke every 
morning to terrible responsibilities and an 
ever-gnawing sense that he was not up to 
the task? The Lincoln who, in the war’s first 
years, was disobeyed and even snubbed by 
his generals? The Lincoln thought foolish 
and awkward by half his cabinet and most 
of Washington, whose erratic wife sold 
secret documents to newspapers and com- 
pulsively spent money he did not have? The 
Lincoln who understood racial prejudice 
because he, too, felt it, though he knew it 


was unjust? The Lincoln crushed by guilt at 
the war’s horrible losses? Fredericksburg: 
12,600 Union soldiers dead in one battle. 
Seven thousand lost in 20 minutes at Cold 
Harbor. At Antietam, on both sides, 23,000. 
At Gettysburg, on both sides, 50,000. 
Approximate total for the war, north and 
south: 620,000. Where is the Lincoln tor- 
tured by deep religious convictions? Where 
is the Lincoln haunted by premonitions of 
his own death and almost longing to be 
punished for leading his country into such 
a war? Where is Lincoln the human being? 

You find him in Gore Vidal’s Lincoln 
(1988), the television production directed 
by Lamont Johnson. Sam Waterston’s 
Lincoln strains at every moment to hold on; 
he and Mary Tyler Moore, brilliant as Mary 
Todd, are not inevitably great. Gore Vidal’s 
Lincoln is a Lincoln who is great by the 
skin of his teeth, barely surviving his mis- 
takes and audaciously performing political 
acrobatics in which he shakily keeps his 
balance but wins through. This is a man 
humbled by the history he faces and the 
history he makes; to borrow a phrase of 
David Thomson’s, this is a man whose 
“integrity never looks less than hard-earned 
and desperately sustained.” 

Why does this Lincoln tell his folksy sto- 
ries? “Oh, sometimes I say those things 
without even knowin’ I said ’em. 
When there is so much you 
cannot say, it’s always a 
good idea to have a story 
ready. I do it now from 
habit. In my predica- 
ment, it’s a good idea to 
know all kinds of sto- 
ries, because the truth 
of the whole matter is 
now almost unsayable - 
and so cruel.” 

And now we have Steven 
Spielberg’s Lincoln, with its 
brilliant depiction of the strug- 
gle to pass the 13th Amendment. 
The single most important piece of legisla- 
tion in our history, it welded the Constitution 
to the Declaration of Independence. To state 
legally that blacks and whites were equal 
before the law was to open the gates for the 
legal equality of men and women, straights 
and gays - everyone. It is a lesson the country 
needs now, and Spielberg can’t be praised 
enough for teaching it. 

But is this Lincoln? Daniel Day-Lewis’s 
statue-come-to-life performance deserves 
all praise, but Tony Kushner’s script gives 
us a Lincoln who never loses an argument, 
persuades anyone he confronts, and gets 
his way in all things, eyes agleam with 
secretive wisdom. An tiber-Lincoln, impos- 
sible for a viewer to resist, and I am no 
exception, but, but . . . 

Go to Alexander Gardner’s photograph of 
Lincoln (www.150.si.edu/150trav/remember/r313. 
htm), taken just days after the passage of the 
13th Amendment. That face brings to mind 
dialogue from Gore Vidal’s Lincoln. 

General Grant: “It took too long, but we 
started in perfect ignorance, both sides.” 
President Lincoln: “We are not ignorant 
now. We know too much.” ■ 
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The Persistence of Penguins 

‘AND THEN CAME TANGO’ STIRS UP A FUSS, BUT ITS BIRDS FLY AFTER ALL 


What do penguins and cross-dressing country boys have 
in common? 

Well, for the past few months, theatre and making a num- 
ber of Central Texans uncomfortable. 

In the Nov. 16 Chronicle, Arts writer Matthew Irwin recounted 
the rumpus in Wimberley over a community theatre’s decision 
to stage Del Shores’ Sordid Lives, a rowdy Texas comedy that 
includes among its dramatis personae a couple of gay men, 
one of them a transvestite. Some residents found the 
play offensive, thought it incompatible with commu- 
nity values, and contended that producing it would 
stain the Wimberley Players’ reputation (though 
it’s unclear how many critics of the play had actu- 
ally read or seen it before voicing their objec- 
tions), and so lobbied to get the show canceled. 

The theatre group stood fast, however, and this 
weekend concludes the show’s four-week run. (For 
Irwin’s review, see Exhibitionism, p.41.) 

Curiously, while that drama of theatrical unease 
was playing out in our neighbor to the southwest, the cur- 
tain was rising on another one in Austin. As reported in media 
outlets ranging from The Daily Texan to Time.com, a University 
of Texas Department of Theatre & Dance production for chil- 
dren had its tour of 10 Austin Independent School District 
elementary schools scotched after the first performance ignit- 
ed concerns that the material was inappropriate for second 
graders. The sight of two male penguins rearing a hatchling of 
their own - that’s And Then Came Tango in a nutshell (or egg- 
shell) - reportedly raised red flags for Lee Elementary 
Principal Elyse Smith, thus prompting AISD officials to sus- 
pend the tour for further review. Instead of taking Tango to 


Highland Park Elementary, the student cast gave a command 
performance for the district’s fine arts director, Gregory 
Goodman, and the next week gave another for school princi- 
pals. The upshot of it all was that the same-sex parenting of 
the play’s two adult Antarctic waterfowl - though rooted in the 
real-world history of Roy and Silo, two chinstrap penguins who 
formed a pair bond and hatched an egg at the Central Park 
Zoo - skirted the edge of human behavior too closely for 
the comfort of AISD administrators, who saw it as a 
gateway to questions about human sexuality - par- 
ticularly homosexuality - that it preferred not to 
hear coming from 7-year-olds. Not surprising, 
but note that in Goodman’s widely quoted ratio- 
nale for the district backing away from Tango - 
“The subject matter communicated in the play 
is a topic that Austin ISD believes should be 
examined by parents/guardians who will discuss 
with their elementary school age children at a 
time deemed appropriate by the parents/guardians” 
- the love that dare not speak its name is not named. 
Now, And Then Came Tango doesn’t mention homosexuality 
by name, either. And why should it? That isn’t what graduate 
student playwright Emily Freeman wanted to talk about, any 
more than Justin Richardson and Peter Parnell wanted to talk 
about it in their 2005 picture book And Tango Makes Three. 

As the play’s defenders have noted in The Daily Texan, Austin 
American-Statesman , and The Huffington Post, this story is 
about two individuals devoted to each other caring for a child. 
It’s a sweet tale of an unconventional family facing challenges 
and overcoming them through love. Having seen it myself 
when it was presented in the 2011 Cohen New Works

Festival, I can testify that it’s a 
charming and tender piece that’s 
very sensitive to the sensibilities 
of its target audience. 

Freeman thought she’d made 
that point to Goodman and the 
principals whose schools were on 
the tour back in the spring, when 
she gave them a synopsis of 
Tango. And once concerns were raised this fall, she sought to 
accommodate them by making minor changes to the script 
and creating a permission slip for parents to sign before their 
kids could see the play. But despite her efforts and some 
support for Tango within the district, the tour was scuttled. 
Fortunately for Freeman and the other students involved in 
the production (for whom this was also course work), UT 
found schools outside AISD interested in the show, and in 
recent weeks it’s been seen by students in grades higher and 
lower than second from All Austin Cooperative Nursery 
School, Austin Discovery School, Austin Jewish Academy, Del 
Valle Middle School, Primavera Montessori School, St. Francis 
School, and Round Rock High School. And the response has 
been overwhelmingly positive. 

But the tale of Tango is not quite over. This weekend, the 
Department of Theatre & Dance will offer five free public per- 
formances of And Then Came Tango, providing an opportunity 
for those AISD students who won’t get to see the play at 
their schools to see it, but also allowing families of all kinds 
- inside and outside the district - to see it together. And that 
will make for the happiest ending to this story. 

On the one hand, having two plays in our area generate the 
same kind of knee-jerk homophobic response at the same time 
is disheartening. Have we not come any further than that by 
now? But on the other, it’s shown how much courage and com- 
passion exists among our theatre artists and their audiences. 

In adversity, we’ve persisted, and our best selves have been 
revealed - just like a certain family of penguins I know. ■

THE DISAPPEARANCE, AND TENTATIVE RETURN, OF A CHOREOGRAPHIC PRESENCE 


Jose Luis Bustamante is the first to 
acknowledge that his choreographic work has 
all but disappeared from Austin stages. For 
more than a decade, his dances were pro- 
duced here regularly and met with local 
acclaim and international invitations. But when 
the company he co-directed with Yacov Sharir 
ceased operations in 2007, Bustamante, as 
so many other dance artists do when they 
acquire an appreciation for stability and 
fringe benefits, beelined for an MFA program, 
hoping the credential would lead to relative 
security in the ranks of higher education. For 
Bustamante, the move was a professional 
success: Now 51, he chairs the dance 
department at Austin Community College. 

But between administration and teaching 
at ACC, Bustamante says, he doesn’t have 
much time to nurture the kinds of work that 
might interest him. Since he doesn’t feel 
defined, as an artist, by dance, over the last 
few years most of his few creative episodes 
have taken place in the realm of visual art. 


Making dance takes time and sustained 
focus from not just the choreographer but 
from dancers, which translates into invest- 
ments perhaps not required for the painter 
or even the playwright, who can write a script 
without having to manipulate live bodies in 
the process. “I am also not a fast choreogra- 
pher, in the sense of I don’t want to just pro- 
duce work,” Bustamante says. “I did that for 
a number of years, and I felt that the actual 
quality of my work diminished toward the 
end, because it was very much about putting 
stuff out.” So when choreographer and ACC 
faculty member Kathy Dunn Hamrick asked 
him to set a work for her company’s 
Bountiful program, which it presents this 
weekend, Bustamante considered his calen- 
dar, the rehearsal schedule, and a roster 
that included several unfamiliar dancers. 
Wanting to say yes but hesitant, he proposed 
that he restage Unending Rose, a dance he’s 
staged several times, rather than develop a 
new piece. 


Despite the less arduous pro- 
cess of restaging a work, a 
rehearsal for the piece seemed 
an illustration of time limits. Two 
weeks before the performances, 
the dancers were working on 
the “Prelude” section, which 
they learned from a video. The 
section, set to quiet, pulsing piano and waver- 
ing cello, involves subtle arm gestures and 
cerebral geometry complicated by a waist-high 
elastic cord running across the diagonal of the 
space. Dancers align and square off, and then 
rotate to expose a different set of facets in 
space. After much deliberation, Bustamante 
asked, “Are there any questions?” Dancer 
Roxanne Gage (another of Bustamante’s col- 
leagues at ACC) laughed. “Uh, yeah.” But on 
this day, there was no time for further clarifica- 
tion of this section; they moved on. 

For the choreographer, the decision to pro- 
duce a work begins the degradation of perfec- 
tion. It’s rare that a dance performance lives

up to what exists in the art- 
ist’s mind, so one can only 
hope that enough of the vision 
will come through to make it 
worth the sacrifice of the rest. 
In rehearsal, Bustamante 
focused on elements that 
might tip the balance: the sub- 
tle way a dancer responds to 
the resistance of the diagonal 
cord, the snapping together of 
a crystalline shape from a formation previ- 
ously undefined, the reaching quality of the 
floral gesture as it culminates in a bud reach- 
ing toward the sky. But as the Borges poem 
reminds us, “Each thing/is infinite things,” 
and a work of art is not, ultimately, a thing to 
break into more or less successful parts. The 
artist’s personal successes and limitations 
aside, audience members are moved by the 
experience of the whole. - Jonelle Seitz

OVERSIZED BOOKS AND OUTSIZED PERSONALITIES

Yes, e-readers are all the rage, but they have their limitations. You can’t use a Kindle for a 
coaster, for instance, or stack 12 iPads on the floor for a makeshift end table; coffeetable books 
can do both. And those are just handy additional applications beyond their real raison d’etre, 
which is to pair pictures and words in a package that does justice to both. These books are 
cumbersome, bursting with color, and defiantly tactile in an industry gone digital. In sifting 
through the season’s best oversized books, we were most drawn to the ones devoted to trail- 
blazers and visionaries: forward thinkers ennobled in the pages of a proudly retro medium. 


Norman Bel Geddes 
Designs America 

edited by Donald Albrecht 
Abrams, 400 pp., $ 65 

The Harry Ransom Center will shutter its 
current Norman Bel Geddes exhibition in early 
January, but one’s appreciation of this great 
designer, innovator, and futurist doesn’t have to 
stop there: This impressive publication combines 
serious scholarship with archival art drawn large- 
ly from the HRC’s Bel Geddes holdings. For a 
hint into the astonishing breadth of Bel Geddes’ 
accomplishments, all you have to do is scan the 
table of contents - how many other inventors 
could list both stage theatre design and theater 
of war strategy on their CVs? - but this book 
demands more careful reading, and gosh-wowing 
over those magnificent flying car models. 


Vogue Weddings: Brides, 
Dresses, Designers 
edited by Hamish Bowles 
Knopf, 384 pp., $85 

Staying relevant and fashion forward 
in any one era is a feat in itself: Vogue 
has been doing it since 1892. This 
lush, fat wedge of a book gathers 
society debs and supermodels, 
candids from real weddings A 
and art-directed fantasias 
from the magazine’s back 
issues, many of which were 
masterminded by beloved 
creative director Grace 
Coddington (whose recent 
memoir would make fine sup- 
plemental reading).

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Elizabeth Taylor: 

A Shining Legacy on Film

Mawkishness can creep into the copy - 
“Beautiful little Elizabeth Rosemond Taylor 
was born on February 27, 1932 ...” - but, 
notably, this book steers the spotlight away 
from Taylor’s tumultuous private life and onto 
her five-decade-long career, where she made 
as many bold, controversy-courting decisions 
as she did offscreen. Gathering plot synop- 
ses, reviews, set gossip, and terrific archival 
art, historian Cindy De La Hoz collates each 
of Taylor’s films, from 1942’s forgettable 
comedy There's One Bom Every Minute to 
the 2001 TV movie These Old Broads, which 
paired her with former romantic rival Debbie 
Reynolds and was co-scripted by Reynolds’ 
daughter, Carrie Fisher, to whom Taylor briefly 
played stepmom. 


Icons: The Celebrity Exposures 
of Markus and Indrani 
by Markus Klinko and Indrani Pal- 
Chaudhuri, with Cindy De La Hoz 
Running Press, 224 pp., $25 (paper) 

High-concept and hyperrealism com- 
mingle in the work of celebrity and fashion 
photography duo Markus Klinko and Indrani 
Pal-Chaudhuri. This softcover release collects 
some 60 subjects, including Kanye West, Chris 
Rock, Iman, and Lady Gaga, whose Hello Kitty 
shoot graces the cover. Background detail gets lightly 
dishy, as in the revelation that for the album cover shoot 
for Beyonce’s Dangerously in Love, a last-minute deci- 
sion to clad the bottom half of the singer in blue jeans 
(the top half was draped in jewels) resulted in Markus 
stripping off his own pants and handing them over to 

his muse. (She returned the jeans a year later, wrapped in tissue and with a thank you note.) 
Occasionally, the photographers (who previously starred in a Bravo reality TV show in 2010) 
flirt with the same celebrity as their subjects: After shooting Lindsay Lohan, Indrani became 
the focus of press speculation that she was Lohan’s new girlfriend: “Interest in their purported 
relationship peaked with Indrani briefly becoming the third most Googled name in America.”

You Can’t Take It With You

While chestnuts may be roasting on many an open fire 
this holiday season, Different Stages has opted instead to 
toast an old one: the classic George S. Kaufman and Moss 
Hart farce You Can't Take It With You. The result is a produc- 
tion that goes out with a bang - and not just thanks to Mr. 
Sycamore’s famous fireworks. 

Many theatre aficionados will already be familiar with the 
foregoing reference: Paul Sycamore’s fireworks business is 
an underground one - literally, as his workshop occupies the 
basement of his family’s home. But that’s just the first rev- 
elation in a long line of eccentricities to come. Yes, it would 
seem there’s something just a bit cracked about each twig of 
the Sycamore family tree ... right? One mustn’t be too certain; 
after all, appearances can be deceiving. 

Director Mick D’Arcy and his production team have smartly 
turned the Vortex into the Sycamores’ dining room, inviting 
us into the domestic action from the get-go. It’s largely this 
setup that provides the production with the thrust to reach 
the heights it does, where audience position is key. Playing 
to the strengths of the theatre’s configuration, the set makes 
us feel as though we’re guests of the Sycamores, ushered 
in for dinner as any friend or stranger surely would be. But 
just as the play assumes a farcical, heightened nature (it’d 
probably make great fodder for a musical adaptation, doubt- 
less to cries of heresy from some), so, too, does the produc- 
tion design. Several chandeliers dangle above the audience, 
extending the dining room’s lines beyond the stage. One 
character offers her homemade candies to us. The basement 
even enters into the audience space thanks to a unique, 
built-in Vortex element that few, if any, other venues in Austin 
- or families other than the Munsters - have up their sleeves. 
The magic of this production is that we are not treated as 
observers on the other side of a proscenium; we are, instead, 
extended family. 



And our relatives, a bit unusual though they may be, are 
warmly portrayed by an especially strong cast. These actors 
are clearly committed to individual portrayals that must walk 
the fine line between archetype and cartoon, both honest and 
over-the-top. If there is a bone to pick, though, it’s that some 
characters appear to be calibrated quite differently from oth- 
ers in this regard; everyone is not on the same page in terms 


of the stylistic world in which D’Arcy intends the production to 
live. In most circumstances, this would be a significant com- 
plaint, but somehow in this case it doesn’t come across as 
a major faux pas. Perhaps it’s because, when all is said and 
done, you’re left with a big smile. And, contrary to the title’s 
dictum, that’s something you certainly can - and likely will - 
take with you. - Adam Roberts

Forty Over Sixty, by Randall Reid 


Here’s the scenario: It’s about 100 years after some sort 
of apocalypse has destroyed most human life on the planet, 
and in the once-urban wastelands of the former United 
States, the descendants of the descendants of the survivors 
are combing through ruins and rubble. They’re in search of 
anything useful, yes, but also anything ... auspicious. They 
uncover bits of old road signs, tile fragments from the walls 
of public swimming pools, battered remnants of metal adver- 
tising panels, shards of what was once modern and signifying 
long since chewed to decontextualized smithereens by the 
inexorable teeth of time. 

They take these industrial leftovers and they fit each piece 
into steel frames, bolting them in with tools scavenged from 
among the crumbling frames of hardware stores; they bolt the 
pieces in tightly, each glyph-bearing or plain relic shored up 
and complemented by strips of old metal, patches of decay- 
ing wood, the arrangements’ precision conjuring the work of 
machines that perished ages ago, of artisans trained to bring a 
gospel of order to the shattered community of chaos. 

The good news: The apocalypse has yet to occur. 

The bonus: The glorified relics described above, fabricated 
from eroded bits of what survived the early throes of the centu- 
ry just passed, do exist; they’ve been created by Central Texas 
artist Randall Reid, and the walls of the lobby and main room 
of Davis Gallery are currently filled with them. The exhibition, 


titled “Resurrecting the Past,” is a gorgeous, quietly evoca- 
tive show of much industry. And even this bonus contains a 
bonus: Reid has created museum-quality representations of 
the process of making his works that are displayed among 
the works themselves. From these we learn, for instance, that 
more than 8,000 screws were used in constructing the steel 
frames, that approximately 500 tines from leaf rakes were 
sheared off to use in stabilizing and complementing the fea- 
tured relics, that the bright shavings from 28 days of grinding 
and drill-pressing will fill 24 tiny boxes in a perfect row along 
one gallery wall. 

A comparison, before we head once more into the future? 
Anybody’s l’ve-always-wanted-to-paint grandma might inex- 
pertly (albeit lovingly) adorn a sweatshirt or cigar box with 
a smattering of Hobby Lobby rhinestones; but then Damien 
Hirst goes and completely covers a human skull with diamonds 
- and it’s as dazzling as it is sublime. In much the same way, 
you can find old advertising signs and placards and garden 
tools cluttering the interior of the nearest Cracker Barrel; but 
then Randall Reid ... well, you can see where we’re going with 
this. Which is why you - student of beauty, as mortal and 
timebound as your neighbors - will likely be going to Davis 
Gallery before Reid’s show closes this Saturday: This art will 
make you feel ageless. - Wayne Alan Brenner

FOR THE BENEFIT OF MR. JONES 

My heart is breaking as I type: Longtime 
dear friend and regular photographer for this 
column, Seabrook Jones, has terminal liver 
cancer and is not expected to survive very 
long. I have never known a more positive, joy- 
ous, and loving friend in my life. The first 
time I met him, at least a hundred years ago, 

I mentioned him in my column. A short time 
later, after not seeing him for some time, he 
sent me an email saying that he’d taken a 
bunch of photos at South by Southwest 
and was I interested in running them? It just 
so happened that I was. I needed him then 
and needed him for all the following years he 
shot for me, and I still need him now. 

Through me, he made many connections in 
the nonprofit world, and began to volunteer 
photo and video services to organizations 
like Zach Theatre, AIDS Services of 
Austin, the Center for Child Protection, 
Austin Children’s Shelter, and so many 
others. Taking him to an event as my photog- 
rapher was like being taken on a date - he 
chauffeured me around, held doors open for 
me, covered costs like dinners and valets, 
and attended to me constantly, making sure 
my illness wasn’t making me uncomfortable. 
He was always so caring and comforting. And 
each outing would usually wind up back at 
his place with a couple of friends in tow and 
a few hours of avoiding real life in the glow of 
his humor, talent, and zest for life. When I 
was diagnosed with terminal cancer,

Sordid Lives

In Sordid Lives, Wardell is a minor charac- 
ter. In this review, he’s everyone who ever 
found courage in truth, or salvation in accep- 
tance. Barring that, he’s anyone who ever 
laughed at himself. 

Sordid Lives is the 1996 comedy by 
Del Shores that stirred up controversy 
in Wimberley a few months ago, when 
Wimberley Players members attempted to 
have the show canceled on the grounds of 
obscenity. It does talk dirty and feature gay 
characters, but then no one cares to be 
confronted by his or her own prejudices and 
fears. Not even the characters in the play. 

The play opens on a West Texas family 
preparing for the matriarch’s funeral. Shame, 
rather than grief, is the sentiment du jour as 
the characters learn the details of Peggy’s 
death. Only her married lover, GW (Chad 
Martin), grieves vividly for Peggy, blaming 
himself for her death after she tripped over 
his wooden legs during a hotel room rendez- 
vous. Meanwhile, Peggy’s family focuses on 
avoiding the trove of sordid events of her 
life, such as locking up her son, Brother Boy 
(Kristopher Alvarado), in an institution for 
being a gay transvestite. 

Peggy’s oldest daughter, Latrelle (Nina 
Bryant), tries to preserve her mother’s repu- 
tation as a good Christian, while avoiding 


indications that her own son, Tyler (David 
McCullars), is also gay. As the play’s nar- 
rator, Ty explains why he hasn’t come out 
yet, and why he must when he returns to 
Texas, from Los Angeles, for his grand- 
mother’s funeral. 

But this review is for Wardell. Wardell 
(Will Mercer) is an overweight, short- 
tempered, and brutal bartender, who also 
wants to come out of the closet. No, he’s 
not gay, just a victim of Southern Baptist 
mores and an antagonizer of outcasts. He 
conceals his platonic love for Brother Boy, 
his gay best friend, by beating him up, and 
he’s weighted with guilt, until 20 years later 
when LaVonda (Leigh Shelton), Brother 
Boy’s sister, finally comes for revenge. 

Warden’s not the only character to 
face his fears by the final act, but he is 
the one to elevate the play’s sentiment 
from one of mere tolerance for alternative 
lifestyles. When LaVonda and GW’s wife, 
Noleta (Ellen Massey), force Wardell and 
GW to dress like women, Wardell tells GW 
to accept the punishment, because that’s 
what a real man does - yes, even when 
he’s dressed like a woman. Wardell then 
performs an act of love as courageous 
as that of any person who attends Sordid 
Lives at the Wimberley Playhouse. He 
acknowledges Brother Boy, despite what 
others might think of him. 

Forget, by the way, that the play is actu- 
ally pretty innocuous for anyone with a 
sense of humor. - Matthew Irwin 
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You must feed.

Whether it’s at a tiny roadside taco 
shack, funky trailer, mom-and-pop brick-and-mortar 
taqueria, busy coffee shop, or well-loved local 
restaurant - this town knows good tacos! So the 
owners of one of our popular local taco icons, 
Roberto Espinosa and Eric Wilkerson of 
Tacodeli, are challenging Austinites to create a 
new taco for their menu, just in time for their 13th 
anniversary.

Looking forward to the Communities in Schools 
Food for Thought event at the COTA track on 
Thursday - can’t wait to finally see the facilities. 
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“Hunting and fishing for your dinner 
gives you a distinct sense of ownership and 
connection to your own food sources - as 
well as the responsibilities that come with 
that, like stewardship, conservation, and a 
deep respect for life and death.”

The first time I shot a gun, I was seven 
years old, instructed by my dad. Born into a 
Texas lineage of hunters and gun owners, I 
have a deep-rooted respect for the raw 
power of firearms, and I love the flavors of 
wild game. Apart from a brief flirtation with 
vegetarianism in my early twenties, I’m a 
lifelong omnivore with a profound passion 
for the intersection of food and culture, so I 
did not hesitate for a second when present- 
ed with the opportunity to gain a firsthand 
education in direct sourcing my food at Dai 
Due’s Hunting School for Women. Reactions 
from friends and loved ones vacillated 
between shock and support, but nothing 
could have fully prepared me for my experi- 
ences at Madrono Ranch. 


Food sustainability has tentacles that 
touch every aspect of daily life, though its 
champions vary as much in practice as phi- 
losophy. Despite modern Western culture’s 
tendency to complicate the process, ideal 
food preparation involves staying as close 
to the source as possible. Wild game is sea- 
sonal and local, ostensibly organic, and 
wholly without hormones or antibiotics; the 
animals are entirely free to roam and forage 
as their instincts dictate. In our meat-cen- 
tric society, the connection between live 
animals and food is lost because cultural 
sensitivities often obscure the full story, 
and that disconnection fascinates me. 
Participating in the Hunting School was my 
chance to examine my core beliefs about 
the universal nature of food. 

Navigating the American food landscape 
with ethical intent is not for the faint of 
heart. Jesse Griffiths, author of Afield and 
Dai Due’s co-owner/chef, spearheaded the 
Hunting Schools three years ago; his efforts 
to bridge the gap between field and table are 
admirable. The weekend includes guided 


hunts in the Texas Hill Country, an extensive 
class on butchering and cooking wild game, 
abundant spreads of foods, and gorgeous 
accommodations. Madrono Ranch, an 
Animal Welfare Approved ranch, is only used 
for hunting during these special weekends, 
and otherwise serves as a residency for envi- 
ronmental artists and writers. The 1,500-acre 
property features the most beautiful land 
I’ve ever seen in almost 30 years of living in 
Texas. Located near Medina, the rolling hills 
and surprisingly plentiful water sources 
boast a veritable cornucopia of wildlife. 

I am a natural-born planner and worrier. 
In the week prior to departure, my prepara- 
tion for the trip bordered on obsession: I 
borrowed a .30-30 lever-action rifle, acquired 
my license, and passed Hunter Education. 
It had been about a decade since I last fired 
a gun, but during a pep talk with my bath- 
room mirror, I assured myself that shooting 
skills fall neatly in line with bicycle skills. 
Thanks to a kind employee at Lone Star 
Gun Range in Lockhart, I shot several 
decent rounds and left with a fist-sized 
bruise on my shoulder. As the weekend 
loomed nearer, I battled a growing desire to 
remain an unarmed journalistic observer. 

To strike a balance between my love of 
animals and my taste for meat, I felt a 
strong desire to participate actively in the 
process of learning to hunt and prepare my 
food. I was comfortable with the weekend’s 
targeted game. I witnessed deer on make- 
shift gambrels periodically throughout 
childhood. As a resident Texan, I know feral 
hogs are an invasive species notorious for 
their ecological destruction and economic 
costs to farmers and ranchers. Sturdy, resil- 
ient, and intelligent, wild hog populations 
are particularly hard to control because of 
their ability to breed rapidly and thrive in 
harsh conditions. Still, I had never killed an 
animal, and I wasn’t 100% sure I even 
wanted to, but my intrinsic sense of adven- 
ture propelled me forward. 

On the Trail 

I met my road trip partner when I knocked 
on her door Friday morning. Within min- 
utes, it occurred to me that yet another 
weekend bonus had been revealed: camara- 
derie and community. Upon our arrival 
several hours later, my nerves had calmed 
to a manageable level. Friendly introduc- 
tions to my fellow students, knowledgeable 
guides, and gracious staff accompanied a 
lunch of wild boar ham soup and spinach 
salad with bacon vinaigrette. At the shoot- 
ing range, the guides helped sight-in the 
rifles and assess skills. It was decided that I 
would shoot Jesse’s gun because mine 
lacked a scope - an essential component for 
clean kills. Convinced I would screw up roy- 
ally, I was as shocked as Jesse and the other 
guides when I nailed two shots at 100 yards. 
I took my first deep breath in over a week. 



I was strictly observing on the first hunt 
because Jesse and his trusty .270 bolt-action 
were guiding someone else. The next sev- 
eral hours of late afternoon in the blind 
allowed plenty of time to switch mental 
gears from the dizzying pace of my life, and 
to develop the relaxed but keenly aware 
senses required of hunters. I do not remem- 
ber the last time I sat so still and quiet. 
Consequently, the detailed sounds of a 
nearby creek and rustling autumn leaves 
are etched in my memory. Watching a kami- 
kaze lizard and a gang of turkeys, I began to 
understand the unexpected peacefulness of 
hunting that so many avid hunters cherish. 
A missed shot at a group of feral hogs paved 
my introduction into the whole process and 
prepared me for the upcoming events. By 
day three, I would realize how serendipi- 
tously my weekend played out. 

Driving up the rocky terrain, we were 
awestruck by the majestic bison that roam 
freely on Madrono Ranch. When the groups 
had reconvened with no animals killed, 
Jesse and the guides shot two hogs trapped 
earlier that day. As they demonstrated the 
process of cleaning, dressing, and drying 
the game, I was amazed to realize how com- 
pletely comfortable I was with the nitty- 
gritty details. Back at the main house, the 
talented kitchen staff served juicy Madrono 
bison burgers complete with Dai Due condi- 
ments. A shower and a beer later, I went to 
bed content and ecstatic with anticipation 
about day two. 

Five thirty in the morning came early 
and the wind was not in our favor, but the 
groups set out anyway. Jesse and I trekked 
to the blind near the front gate, a spot 
known for its abundance of animal traffic. 


I learned the true weight of the gun in my hands 
and its enormously weighted effects. I humbly realized 
what it means to be a meat-eater. 
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Just before first light, a white-tailed doe 
appeared, interested in the feeder that had 
yet to spill its goodies. I was ready. 
Whispered instructions from Jesse helped 
me to silently balance the rifle and aim, but 
the doe disappeared. Anticipation was 
building, and the happy tension was pal- 
pable. A new doe and her fawn appeared 
next, but they skillfully hid within the 
scruffy brush, and my one possible chance 
was sullied by my hesitation to shoot at an 
expert- only angle. In one example of the 
countless displays of gentle but supportive 
guidance exhibited by every guide on the 
trip, Jesse reassured me that I should be 
confident in my shot, or let the moment 
pass. His guiding moral compass anchors 
these hunts in the belief that the intention 
is eating, not killing for sport. More than 
once, the guides cited the women’s school 
as particularly enjoyable because of the 
students’ general willingness to accept and 
learn from constructive criticism. 

Mindful of the time, Jesse decided we 
should move on and walk the grounds in 
another section of the property. The wind 
continued to whip as we walked, and except 
for a brave lizard and a few birds overhead, 
members of the animal kingdom stayed 
hunkered down in their hidden homes. Our 
return to the main house revealed that, 
once again, no animals were taken. 
Nevertheless, Jesse’s class, held in the 
kitchen of our weekend home, exceeded 
expectations. Jesse is a master of butchery, 
and in less than two hours, he broke down a 
deer harvested the night before school 
started and a large sow cleaned the night 
before. Adhering to the belief that every 
possible part of an animal killed ought to be 
used, only one handful per animal was 
wasted. We learned a variety of techniques 
using a few basic tools, and as we watched, 
each cut of meat was given to the kitchen 
staff to prepare for the big feast that night. 
The class was a delight. Jesse’s dry humor 
colored the hours of skilled instruction, and 



his passion translated as his face lit up 
while discussing various cuts and recipes in 
his book. Gifted Dai Due sous chef Tabatha 
Stephens expertly demonstrated sausage- 
making and charcuterie. 

A blessing of thanks and gratitude 
summed up the weekend thus far. Saturday 
night’s meal was a stellar example of sus- 
tainability revealed in brilliant dishes; 
relaxing with lively, wine-infused living- 
room conversations during a seemingly 
endless parade of delicious courses was 
wonderful. An overview of the punishing 
deliciousness handcrafted by Jesse and 
crew: saucisson sec, guanciale, venison tar- 
tare, pickled watermelon rind, radishes with 
butter and sea salt, boudin, grilled venison 
loin with horseradish sauce, sausage-stuffed 
grilled pork loin on turnip-potato gratin, 
venison liver with grapefruit, grilled veni- 
son heart, smoked sausage, pork choplets 
with mushroom sauce, carrots with cara- 
way, charred green onions, and mincemeat- 
stuffed Basque cake. It was mind-blowing 
and perfectly executed. 

the Weight of the Hunt 

The weather finally shifted, and the last 
hunt of the weekend ended the lack of har- 
vested game. Jesse and I crouched down 
just off the right-hand side of a hilltop road, 
completely exposed, shortly after sunrise. 
My clean miss about 15 minutes before had 
surprisingly boosted my confidence. I held 
the rifle in position, aimed at the feeder 60 
yards ahead, and we sat - knees up, gun up, 
eyes wide. Jesse steadied the bipod shoot- 
ing stick as I carefully monitored my 
breathing to prevent my nerves from unrav- 
eling at the culminating moment of three 
days afield. 

An enormous black boar emerged, lifted 
his snout to the air, and gave a warning 
grunt. I suddenly developed an intense fear 
of feral hog ambush, but remained surpris- 
ingly collected, in part because of constant 
reassurance from Jesse. Three more pigs 


emerged from the dense undergrowth and 
scurried away when they realized the feed- 
er still held their beloved corn hostage in its 
metal belly. My pig appeared again and 
stood broadside. Jesse gave permission to 
proceed and I fired. At that precise moment, 
the boar caught our scent and sniffed. The 
bullet hit his lower jaw fatally, but it was not 
instant death as I had imagined. I handed 
Jesse the gun and instinctively threw my 
hands to my face, tears streaming from my 
eyes. My heart raced and sank at the same 
time. I did not want the boar to suffer. I 
blurted an apology and gathered myself. 
The pig fell and Jesse fired what should 
have been the final shot. The pig screamed, 
stumbled, and ran into the brush. I gasped 
- partly in disbelief, partly in horror. 

We respectfully gave the boar a few min- 
utes alone to avoid placing ourselves in 
danger or pressuring the hog into running. 
We needed to let him find his peace and die 
without fear before we retrieved the esti- 
mated 80- to 100-pound pig that could pro- 
vide months of sustainable meat. Five min- 
utes later, our two -hour tracking began. I 
learned to track a wounded animal by its 
blood patterns that morning. We struggled, 
sweated, and fought through thick under- 
brush and sharp cedar trees in search of an 
animal that I had fatally injured. I learned 
the true weight of the gun in my hands and 
its enormously weighted effects. I humbly 
realized what it means to be a meat-eater. 
We did everything in our power, but we 
never found my pig. I told Jesse I had cried, 
and he said, “Never lose that.” 

After the ranch truck picked us up, we 
remarked on the beauty of the enormous 
antlered sika deer, skillfully shot and later 
cleaned by my road trip companion. Another 
student took a white-tailed doe. The 
Women’s Hunting School ended with hugs 
and high fives, and as we drove away, my 
eyes welled up again. I realized that every 
intense emotion I experienced surrounding 
this trip served a specific purpose for which 
I am forever grateful. My first hunting trip 
is punctuated with an ellipses, and I fully 
intend to hunt again. ■

but a new chef and new management pre- 
sented yet another fresh start. In Septem- 
ber, news surfaced that C3 Presents had 
purchased the Mansion, and, along with it, 
a megapopular stretch of land on South 
Congress, home to nearly a dozen food trail- 
ers, vendors, and roving tourists. Plans to 
clear the lot and build a luxury hotel are in 
the works, but what about the Mansion? 
Curious about what kind of change new 
owners are bringing to the restaurant in the 
beloved historic building, we made reserva- 
tions for dinner recently, to see if fresh 
faces at the helm and in the kitchen had 
forged any remarkable transformation. 

It was a Thursday evening, and let me 
say this first: We were running late. Offered 
a five-thirty table, we were expecting an 
onslaught of diners with Formula One loom- 


ing. We arrived in a rush, shrugging off our 
jackets and giving many thanks to the 
sweet hostess for holding our spot. We were 
then taken to a cozy table for two in the 
corner of a completely empty dining room. 
There are few dining experiences as odd as 
one in an empty dining room. While we 
would have loved the bustle and noise of 
neighboring guests, we were charmed by 
the informed and lovely service we received 
that evening. Our server was timely, effi- 
cient, and, in times of uncertainty, honest. 
She brought us two White Cosmopolitans, 
strong with Tito’s vodka and white grape 
juice. We dove right into chef Rob Snow’s 
menu, ordering crab cakes ($16) and beef 
carpaccio ($14) to begin. Our waitress asked 
the kitchen to split our crab cake appetizer 
into two small plates, a nice touch. They

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each sat on a roasted pepper puree and were 
warm, light with filler, and delicious. A side 
wedge of cold, previously-charred pita 
bread, however, was an odd companion to 
the plate. On that note, a basket of sliced 
pumpernickel bread arrived upon ordering 
and was served with an herbed, olive oil 
dipping sauce. Pumpernickel is an odd 
choice for table bread, as well as the wrong 
partner for olive oil. It deserved butter. Our 
server told us there were no menu specifica- 
tions when it came to bread; it was up to the 
daily whimsy of pastry chef Taff Mayberry. 

The carpaccio was perfect: bright pink 
and well-seasoned with capers, hard-boiled 
egg, and bitter, delicate mizuna greens 
from Boggy Creek Farm. The smoked 
gouda and poblano soup ($8) that followed 
was the best part of the meal. It was flavor- 
ful, creamy, yet somehow remained light 
on the palate. An herb salad with bacon 
lardons sat aside the bowl, and we kept 
tugging it back and forth between us. I 
would definitely return just for that soup. 
We next shared a pasta course of red pep- 
per pappardelle ($16), my personal favor- 
ite cut of pasta. It featured a cream sauce 
with kale, mushrooms, leeks, and chicken- 
fried eggplant, which came in a deck-of- 
cards sized crispy hunk on top of the 
pasta. The eggplant was odd, I must admit, 
hanging out there on top and wishing it 
had been cooked in fresher oil. But once 
cut up and incorporated with the rest of 
the ingredients, it worked. Chef Snow 


seems to like deconstructing ingredients, 
or presenting two cooking methods when 
one would be expected. 

Our entrees included two from the main 
menu. The beef tenderloin ($29) was per- 
fectly cooked to medium, as ordered. 
Everything supporting the beef was well 
executed, but the sweet nature of sweet 
potatoes and sarsaparilla reduction, while 
very tasty, seemed better suited for a pork 
dish. Wild black drum ($19) was served 
with a Louisiana-style hominy, a smart side 
item that was creamy with a kick of spice. 
The cornbread puree on this plate, however, 
was another misstep. It was unfortunately 
presented cold next to wilted spinach, mar- 
ring an otherwise satisfying fish dish. 
Throughout the meal, bread and pastry 
choices were odd, off-putting, and a strug- 
gle for even our server to describe. Dessert 
saw a deep dish of creme brulee ($9) topped 
with enormous strawberries and a disc of 
meringue. It was a delightful, silly mess. 

The genteel old mansion is so seductive 
that I would have loved to march upstairs 
to spend the night in a big, comfy bed- 
room. My imaginary visit includes an order 
of pancakes and an omelet from room ser- 
vice, and a feast on that memorable soup 
and another good steak later in the day. As 
my father always advised: If a restaurant 
can handle making a soup and a steak to 
your liking, then it’s worth a return visit. 
We’ll be back when we’ve got time to spend 
the night. - Grade Salem

FILM LISTINGS 
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No Catharsis in The Comedy’ 

RICK ALVERSON AND TIM HEIDECKER TALK ABOUT AN A.O. SCOTT SAVAGING 
AND THE DANGER IN GRAND GESTURES

As a man named Swanson, Tim Heidecker 
moves through Rick Alverson’s third feature 
like a scourge. As with most characters in The 
Comedy, his name - and, from the perspec- 
tive of most of those characters, most every- 
thing that happens in The Comedy - is incon- 
sequential, revealed only in the credits. He 
spot-colors an otherwise meaningless exis- 
tence with stunts ranging from the hilarious to 
the abject, the harmless to the devastating. 

While his wealthy father clings to life in a 
coma, it is the 35-year-old Swanson who 
seems to be waiting to die, wandering around 
summertime Williamsburg with his cohort, uni- 
formed in cutoffs and hipster shades. When 
you watch them playing wiffleball (one of 
Okkervil River frontman and erstwhile 
Austinite Will Sheff’s several cameos), numbly 
guzzling PBR, and riding bikes for want of any- 
thing better to do, all set to William Basinski’s 
moving instrumental “dip 1.1,” it is less an 
ode to joy than an elegy for ... something. 

The performance that Alverson ( The Builder, 
New Jerusalem) has coaxed from Heidecker 
(of cult favorite Tim and Eric Awesome Show , 
Great Job!) is itself something to behold. It is 
also controversial. Somehow, a film about a 
bored rich white guy who is not a serial killer 
has earned the tag of “transgressively bril- 
liant” from the Village Voice. It has seen walk- 
outs at Sundance (as well as successful 
screenings at SXSW and elsewhere) and a 
scathing review from The New York Times. 

The Chronicle recently spoke by phone with 
the director and his lead actor in advance of 
their Nov. 29 appearance in Austin. 


The Austin Chronicle: You have generated 
some pretty charged responses with this one. 
Are there any that have been of particular 
concern? For instance , I was reading A.O. 
Scott’s review in the Times - 
Rick Alverson: Ooohh, yeah. 

Tim Heidecker: [laughs] 

AC: So, you read it, too? 

RA: I found that [review] incredibly insulting 
and hurtful. It’s asinine, and it also showed a 
complete and utter lack of real attention to 
critical discourse. The subject matter of the 
film is the subject matter of the film, and this 
isn’t some kind of propagandistic tirade in 
promotion of reckless behavior, misogyny, 
and racism. It’s patently obvious that the ugli- 
ness of those things, and the way that 
they’re portrayed in the film, is its own form 
of criticism. ... The moral ambiguity that’s in 
the film is in there for a reason; the objectifi- 
cation of women that’s in the film is in there 
for a reason. It’s part of the subject matter. 
It’s part of the palette of the thing. 

TH: I’d like to think that that review is A.O. 
Scott’s retirement letter from the world of 
serious film criticism. It’s like, “I’m no longer 
engaged in talking about films seriously. I’m 
incapable of doing what I was assigned to 
do.” I think what [Scott] was missing from 
the film was a dramatic courtroom finale, in 
which the character is tried and hanged for 
crimes against humanity. We should have 
just taken our cue from the abortion that 
was Flight, that movie everybody’s coming all 
over, which is one of the worst things I’ve 
ever seen. 


AC: Tim, do you think your character 
undergoes any kind of change by the end 
of the film? 

TH: Oh, I feel like my interpretation of watch- 
ing it is that there’s a sense that the ice 
might be thawing. There becomes an aware- 
ness of a problem and some kind of hope 
for the future. I see that, and some other 
people have, and maybe some people won’t. 
It’s very subtle, and one thing Rick is inter- 
ested in is not creating these melodramatic 
character arcs, like Ebenezer Scrooge in the 
last two minutes of A Christmas Carol, like 
suddenly he’s the nicest guy in the world. 
We’re tired of those kinds of stories. This is 
about a guy who, really, [we’re] only witness- 
ing a couple of months, or maybe even a 
month, I’m not sure, of a character’s life ... 
Those kinds of changes are very small, or 
don’t happen at all. That’s the kind of movie 
Rick wanted to make. 

RA: The idea that we experience so many 
epiphanies in these movies - it’s such a 


potentially dangerous misconception about 
the way the world actually functions. 
Audiences are conditioned to some degree to 
expect to just drop in and see the epiphany, 
to see the grand gesture and the moment of 
transformation. A denial of that needs to 
happen. There needs to be counterweight to 
some of that idiocy ... 

Movies operate temporally so much better 
than they operate didactically. In order for us 
to be told things, it removes all the real 
potency of what movies can achieve, which 
is experiencing time and experiencing the 
gradations of it. There are moments in there 
when Swanson is reflective, and there are 
moments when he’s meditative, and there 
are moments of exhaustion, and there are 
moments of ebullience. All kinds of small 
changes and shifts go on. But this idea of 
linear transformation is not just secondary, 
but almost unimportant. There’s no con- 
crete, single place that we arrive except 
death. And to peddle anything else in films 
is disingenuous. 

AC: Tim, you’ve talked elsewhere about how 
you and Swanson are similar in some ways, in 
terms of mannerisms and speech patterns, 
and that the role didn’t require a lot of meth- 
od-acting groundwork. But clearly you can’t be 
exactly like him, I hope. Can you talk about 
inhabiting a character like this, and whether 
you felt much vulnerability as an actor ; espe- 
cially one who hadn't done anything like this 
in the past? 

TH: I try not to get too analytical or hypo- 
thetical about anything, because it’s just 
too hard to know how anything’s going to 
go. I just kinda went by my instincts and 
consultations with a few people, that this 
seemed like an exciting, interesting thing 
to do. The film ends up being very severe 
and very heavy and dark, but there wasn’t 
that feeling or mood throughout the pro- 
cess. There wasn’t that kind of dark energy 
or atmospheric music hanging over every- 
thing. A lot of it, and a lot of filmmaking in 
general, is fun. It’s fun to collaborate with 
good, smart people. There were some spe- 
cific issues with the nudity and that kind of 
stuff that were uncomfortable for me, or 
challenging, but you get through that, and 
nothing was ever too insurmountable for 
my psyche to deal with it. I went into it 
with no exceptions, and tried to be gener- 
ous and give an honest performance, and 
tried to let Rick run the show and let it be 
his movie and let him make it. That’s all I 
can do. ■

Teatro Negro 

“Before the organized crime and drug car- 
tels turned Monterrey into a war zone, lots of 
musicians and artists started migrating to 
Mexico City and Austin,” recalls Anhelo 
Escalante, the screaming, bass-playing half 
of experimental psych-punk duo XYX. 

She split for Austin in 2010, while drum- 
mer Mou Ortiz stayed back, effectively end- 
ing a collaboration that won favor with the 
underground on 2008 EP Sistema de 
Terminacion Sexual. Recorded in a Mexican 
pesticide warehouse, follow-up LP Teatro 
Negro was shelved alongside label disinter- 
est and Escalante’s move. It might never 
have seen release if Cory Plump, a local 
musician who works with homegrown imprint 
Monofonus Press, hadn’t heard talk about 
an orphaned XYX disc and contacted 
Escalante, who, to his surprise, was living in 
Austin. Now, the twosome’s full-length finds 
new life as local vinyl. 

“Teatro Negro was one of the hardest 
works I’ve done in the studio,” relates a 
relieved Escalante. “The thought of it never 
seeing the light was a true bummer.”

“It’s generally not the 
best decision to put out 
an album by a band that 
isn’t together anymore and not 
touring, but we really couldn’t help 
ourselves,” explains Monofonus owner 
Morgan Coy. 

You can’t hardly blame him. Teatro 
Negro is a frenzy of self-expression - musi- 
cally fierce, stylistically renegade, and ring- 
ing with purpose. 

“You may not get what the lyrics are say- 
ing, but you get it,” Coy reasons. “That’s 
what makes great music, feeling some- 
thing that you don’t understand. That’s 
why we put this record out.” 

Escalante and Ortiz reconvene Saturday at 
Spider House 29th St. Ballroom with local 
labelmates Thousand Foot Whale Claw, 
Plump’s band Spray Paint, and Kurraka for 
XYX’s first show in two and a half years. 

“What’s to lose?” shrugs Escalante. 

“The stage has always been one of my 
favorite places to be, and I miss the fun of 
playing with Mou.” 


Girl in a Coma singer Nina Diaz, jazz 
vocalist Pamela Hart, and Cowboy & 

Indian standout Jazz Mills are joining forc- 
es as the Femmes, stars of Saturday’s fund- 
raiser Femmes for SIMS: Night of the 
Chanteuse. The trio will front a band that 
includes Grupo Fantasma s Adrian ^ 

Quesada, composer extraordinaire Graham w 
Reynolds, and ever-animated singer, guitarist, and collaborator David Garza among others. 

“The overall vibe is somewhere between a Duke Ellington supper club show, David Lynch 
movies, and French psychedelia of the Sixties and early Seventies,” describes Quesada, the 
event’s musical director. “It’s good to be transported out of the typical concert scene and into 
something unique for Austin.” 

Lending atmosphere is the Austin Scottish Rite Theater, an uptown opera 
house untouched by time, and proceeds fund SIMS (www.simsfoundation.org), the 
local foundation that supports musicians and their families by providing coun- 
seling, psychiatric care, and addiction recovery. Saturday’s concert reflects 
the foundation stepping up its support of women’s issues. 

“Looking at the demographics, we were primarily serving white male rock 
& rollers,” says Lila Tenenbown, SIMS outreach director. “We needed to 
reach out to women, Latino, and African-American musicians and tell them 
our services are here for them.” 

Part of extending their reach meant rolling out new services, like week- 
ly support groups for partners of musicians and an annual women’s men- 
tal wellness conference. For Tenenbown, having prominent musicians like 
Diaz, Hart, and Mills performing for SIMS is significant. 

“Any time someone comes forward to support us, it reduces the stigma 
around mental health issues and shows folks that it’s not a scary topic.” 

SIMS gets a considerable chunk of its annual funding from this event, so pick 
up a couple tickets and help them help us.

Whatever 
he case, certain adjectives - epic, cinematic, thematic - are 
jnavoidable in describing the band, so it’s fitting TCBS commis- 
sioned eight videos featuring them performing tracks from 
\rrivals and Departures (see “Texas Platters,” Nov. 23). 

Early chapters found the band jamming amongst the knick- 
macks in a vintage resale shop, in the aisles of a dimly lit 
lookah warehouse, and in a boozy Indian restaurant. These 
aren’t music videos per se, but rather a series of single-take 


live performances captured by various local directors over a 
two-week period. 

“Putting visuals to our songs reflects the way people con- 
sume music these days,” considers Patin. “Attention spans are 
shorter, so giving people something to watch keeps them 
engaged, especially with music like ours that’s longer.” 

Chapter 5 follows Patin to a rocky shore at McKinney Falls 
State Park, where he pokes out the “Diaspora” interlude on a 
toy piano as his image reflects in the water. Chapter 6 was 
conceived as a performance in the Balcones Canyonlands 
Preserve, but the band audibled when they came across a 
nearby playground where they shot “Mary Ann Nichols,” with 
the song’s whispering guitar intricacy building into blunt-force 
heaviness amid Tonka trucks and a slide.

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Steady As He Goes 

Freddie Steady Krc on the record

In 1963, Freddie Krc - rhymes with 
“perch” - was a 9-year-old growing up in the 
Gulf Coast town of La Porte, listening to 
records in his room. He treasured the round 
vinyl discs, buying 7-inch 45s like “Made to 
Love (Girls Girls Girls)” by actor-singer 
Eddie Hodges. He played them endlessly. 

Like hundreds of thousands of others on 
February 9, 1964, Krc watched the Beatles 
on The Ed Sullivan Show and said, “That’s 
what I want to do.” The next year, he saw his 
first live band, the Sir Douglas Quintet, 
performing at the Lee High School gym in 
Baytown. He added the Quintet to his sin- 
gles collection. The music, exotic and wild, 
hypnotized him. 

Branded for life, Freddie “Steady” Krc 
spent the next four decades drumming, 
fronting, backing, and guesting with a daz- 
zling array of acts at a historical list of 
places - with Neil Young at one of Willie’s 
picnics, with the Charlatans for the Rock 
& Roll Hall of Fame, and at an inaugural 
ball of President Bill Clinton. He moves 
easily from cosmic cowboys and Americana 
to punk rock and legacy acts. Krc consid- 
ers his Facebook friendship with Eddie 
Hodges payback for a lifetime inspired by 
a moment. 

Even then, Freddie Krc ultimately 
ends up back at the first band he experi- 
enced live. 


Gonzo Compadres 
& Children of the Night 

Austin was the Wild West in the early 
Seventies - a country-songwriter oasis 
where cosmic cowboy fever raged like 
Bastrop wildfires. 

“Music brought me to Austin,” nods Krc, 
ever affable. “I was always a song-oriented 
musician, always more interested in the 
ensemble serving the song. I started hear- 
ing records from Michael Martin Murphey 
and B.W. Stevenson, and it led me here.” 

Krc first joined up with Stevenson, who 
was riding high on the success of “My 
Maria” as well as “Shambala,” a hit for 
Three Dog Night. Then he hopped into the 
drum seat for Jerry Jeff Walker & the Lost 
Gonzo Band, ultimately recording “at least 
a dozen” albums with Walker and co-writing 
“Life’s Too Short” and “Gonzo Compadres” 
with him. While on tour with the Gonzo s in 
New York City, Krc caught the Misfits at 
Max’s Kansas City club. 

“I was still with Jerry Jeff when we 
formed the Explosives. I gave up a big 
money gig to do that, not like giving up a 
shift at Wendy’s, but [punk] was such an 
encouraging, fresh new scene.” 

The Explosives - drummer Krc became 
Freddie Steady with guitarist Cam King and 
bassist Waller Collie - weren’t overly 


admired at Austin’s punk headquarters, 
Raul’s, in 1979. As veteran musicians, they 
were regarded as a “skinny tie band” or - 
the worst insult of punkdom - posers. The 
trio scrapped with the local media, held its 
ground, and came out victorious by not just 
turning out killer singles, but teaming up 
with one of the true godfathers of the move- 
ment, Roky Erickson. 

Within months of forming, they’d bonded 
with Erickson, touring and opening for the 
Ramones, the Ventures, the B-52s, Joan Jett, 
and Nick Lowe, among others. Krc notes 
this period of Erickson’s life for its stability. 

“He wasn’t in tenuous mental health then. 
We started playing with Roky just a couple 
months after we’d become a band. We were 
so closely associated that people didn’t know 
we were our own band. Unbeknownst to me, 
he had recently been through a drug treat- 
ment thing and was very alert, really good. 
We rehearsed in my garage. 

“That was ’79, but by ’81, we were seeing 
changes in him and we didn’t know what it 
was. We didn’t know about schizophrenia. He 
got darker and harder to get along with. The 
shows were getting worse. We could have 
continued, but we agreed we didn’t want to 
play with Roky until he went off the deep 
end. We took a stand with the management.” 

On their own, the Explosives released 
some of the definitive songs of the era, 
recording single “Headhunter” and cutting 
two tracks for the first 
Live at Raul’s album. 

They’d recorded addi- 
tional tracks with 
Erickson, but contractual 
difficulties kept the 
songs off the LB More’s 
the pity, because that set 
electrified the Guadalupe 
punk club, Erickson 
greeting the audience by 
paraphrasing Bela Lugosi and intoning with- 
out a hint of Dracula, “Children of the night, 
what music we make.” 

Out of Gas 

The Explosives simmered with their own 
career problems by 1982, around the time 
Roky Erickson’s personal demons manifest- 
ed. They’d turned down a $100,000 deal from 
radio magnate Lee Abrams, Krc’s father 
died, and he’d entered into a contract giving 
the manager 25%. Jerry Jeff Walker gigs 
continued, Neil Young sitting in for an entire 
set at Willie’s 1985 Fourth of July picnic. 

“But by then, I was out of gas,” 
Krc admits. 

He headed to England, where he played 
and recorded as Freddie Steady’s Wild 
Country, then started the Shakin’ Apostles 
around 1990 to feed his renewed hunger for 
rock & roll. Walker gigs continued, includ- 
ing one serenading President Clinton and 
Vice President A1 Gore with Emmylou 
Harris, Bob Weir, and Johnny Cash. He 
subbed for Dan Hicks on drums when San 
Francisco psychedelic era legends the 
Charlatans played at the Rock & Roll Hall 
of Fame. 

“I’d worked hard to establish myself as a 
musician and songwriter,” he declares. 


“From 1990 to 2000, I kept crazy busy with 
my band and with Jerry Jeff. I decided I 
wanted to do my own stuff. I’d come across 
people like Sal Valentino [of the Beau 
Brummels] and Peter Lewis [Moby Grape] 
over the years, and when I had the opportu- 
nity to work with them, I grabbed it.” 

Krc’s experience running the Explosives’ 
Black Hole label came in handy when he 
started Steady Boy Records in 2003. Begun 
as a way to keep his music in print, it grew 
into a roster of artists reflecting his “eclec- 
tic taste in music, like a beat/blues group 
from London called Downliners Sect 
(which released its first LP on Columbia 
in 1963), country singer Mitch Jacobs, 
Lone Star rocker A1 Staehely, local U-18er 
Jenny Wolfe, Roky Erickson & the 
Explosives, and up-and-comer Emily 
Grace Berry. 

While the Freddie Steady 5 keeps him 
playing, the label “keeps me busy and 
mostly out of trouble.” 

Especially this latest release. 

the Return of Wayne Douglas 

“Earlier this year, Shawn Sahm called me 
to do some writing. We were jamming at his 
place, and I asked him if he had anything to 
put out as a vinyl release for Record Store 
Day. He told me about a half-dozen Doug 
Sahm outtakes - other Dylan covers, etc. 
Then he called me two weeks later and told 
me that the studio had 
burned down, but why 
didn’t I put out the 
Wayne Douglas record. 
“So I did.” 

The Return of Wayne 
Douglas came out on 
CD posthumously in 
2000 (see memorial 
issue “Doug Sahm 1941- 
1999,” Nov. 26, 1999), 
released by Austin-braised impresario and 
writer Bill Bentley, the man behind 1990’s 
seminal Where the Pyramid Meets the Eye: 
A Tribute to Roky Erickson, and More Oar: 
A Tribute to the Skip Spence Album nine 
years later. Sahm’s final album was hailed 
for its overview of the Texas Tornado’s 
overflowing oeuvre, from his roots as 
country-singing Little Doug to covers by 
heroes as disparate as Bob Dylan and 
Leon Payne. 

The Return of Wayne Douglas also capped 
Sahm’s decade-long streak of excellent stu- 
dio recordings that included Juke Box 
Music, The Return of the Formerly Brothers, 
and S.D.Q. ’98. An unwitting farewell, The 
Return of Wayne Douglas remains one of 
Doug Sahm’s finest works. 

Newly mastered to vinyl, it reaps brownie 
points for presentation. 

“It was Shawn’s idea to get Kerry Awn to 
do the artwork, and I gotta give credit to 
my wife for supporting me here because 
vinyl ain’t cheap. It’s between five and six 
times as much as doing a CD: art on the 
inner sleeve, four colors on the label, 150 
gram vinyl. 

“All that stuff’s extra, extra, extra, but 
how do you fudge on a Doug Sahm project? 

“You can’t do it.” ■

ZZTop 

La Futura (American) 

Like the Beach Boys’ diaphanous “That’s Why God Made the 
Radio” this summer, “I Gotsta Get Paid” - sparking up ZZ Top’s 
15th album and first since 2003’s prickly Mescalero - consti- 
tutes an instant indelible for the next essentials collection. La 
Futura has its crystal ball moments, all right. Produced by uber- 
consultant Rick Rubin and the little ol’ Houston trio’s hard drive, 

Billy F. Gibbons, kickoff single “I Gotsta Get Paid,” adapting a 
grunge-era DJ track from Bay City, sets a sonic template any 
blues band would gladly sell their hats and souls for. Imagine a 
steady stream of Texan SUVs running over the CD, vinyl record, 
or hell, even MP3s, in a gravel parking lot during a downpour before it finally decomposes. 

That’s 21st century ZZ Top: the apex of grit. Team Top then takes that same idea - adapta- 
tion - and turns it on itself, copping the riff from “Tush” for “Chartreuse” (“you know I like a big 
caboose”). Damned if it doesn’t work, too. As has been the habit following 1983’s Eliminator 
and its underrated follow-up Afterburner, tone and tempo barely vary after that, “Consumption” 
a plodding dirge next that’s deliciously one-note in accompanying its title. Even lower and slower 
rolls Gibbons’ gruff but endearing ballad “Over You,” Dusty Hill’s harmony vocal for “Heartache 
in Blue” afterward only emphasizing the bassist’s criminal underutilization throughout. La Futura 
crumbles into more of the exact same-y after that, whether it’s the repetition of “I Don’t Wanna 
Lose, Lose, You” or the dinosaur thud of “Flyin’ High,” which counter to its title might actually be 
reptilian and/or subaquatic. Also lacking are more BFG moments like the guitarist’s spacey, at 
times woozy, solo on the brooding blues “It’s Too Easy Manana,” which taps the band’s ancient 
(early Seventies) past. By proper LP close, “Have a Little Mercy,” another back catalog nod 
copped to by its title, ZZ Top has finally ground to a halt despite Dusty Hill getting his vocal licks 
in on closing bonus blow-off “Drive By Lover.” Pass the purple drank.

The Hard Way 

Wise choice calling 
sophomore LP The Hard 
Way. Few acts cover 
all the facets of Texas 
country, and even fewer manage to do it with 
this young Austin quintet’s rugged character. 
Things start forcefully with the Derailers/ 
Jesse Dayton-styled honky-tonk of “Damn 
Strait” before they emulate some of the Red 
Dirt scene with a couple of tunes that typify 
generic. They make a comeback, however, 
with swinging piano boogie instrumental “Hot 
Moonpie #1” recalling Heybale on a glittery 
night. “Me and Hayes” burns with twin gui- 
tars and a stomping rhythm straight out of 
the Waylon Jennings playbook. The Hard Way 
ends with banjo on the fiddle-led “Things Can 
Only Get Better,” a breezy, Seventies-style 
back porch ramble. Mike’s Moonpies lend just 
the right amount of finesse to a genre that 
never loses its appeal.

Jesse Dayton demon- 
strates his affinity for Kinky 
Friedman’s sincere side by 
taking on “Marilyn and Joe” 
and “Lady Yesterday” instead of “They Ain’t 
Making Jews Like Jesus Anymore” and “Get 
Your Biscuits in the Oven and Your Buns in the 
Bed.” On Jesse Sings Kinky, the singer, guitarist, 
actor, and director gives the material a bonafide 
“kick in the ass,” with quickened tempos and 
solos as sharp as Friedman’s wit. Having 
portrayed the would-be governor in Becoming 
Kinky, the deeper-voiced Dayton doesn’t stoop 
to imitatation. He faithfully enhances. An instru- 
mental ly busy take on “Highway Cafe” tops the 
earlier Tom Waits cover and stands out as the 
highlight. Given Friedman’s iconoclastic pen and 
Dayton’s musical craftsmanship, Jesse Sings 
Kinky offers new appreciation for both. Does he 
who tributes ooze charisma like his celebrant? 
Close, but no cigar.

Dope Moons Volume One 
(Monofonus Press) 

The black-hole noise opening Dope 
Moons seems infinite, humming for min- 
utes before a loop rezones the spacious

Atop an ace rhythm 
section that locks into unholy grooves lies 
radioactive guitar distortion and wildman 
vocals delivered in non-native English, 
which seem secondary until closer “TLW 
Are Deaf” hits like a deranged version of

John Wesley Coleman III 
Nightmare on Silly Street 
(Monofonus Press) 

Recorded with label boss Morgan Coy in 
the singer’s kitchen (see album art), JWC’s 
fifth solo album rivals Jackson Pollock with 
an acoustic guitar, splattering guitar pop 
with musical imprecision and lyrical imma- 
turity that results in a weird beauty you 
can’t imitate. With ludicrous acid adven-

The Gary

The country’s 
in crisis, pushing 
toward a tipping 
point in the us- 
versus-them battle 
heightened by the 
presidential election. The Gary’s Remains 
doesn’t address the issue directly, nor is it 
overly political. Yet, over the course of 31 
minutes, the local trio boils down the essence 
of the so-called 47%, the toiling frustration 
and restless abandonment. More Shellac 
than Son Volt, the Gary continues the barbed 
fury of its previous, Steve Albini-produced El 
Camino EP with industrial-strength lament 
“Fair Weatherer” and squalling “Innocent 
Bystander.” The second half’s more brooding, 
darkened by bassist Dave Norwood’s rusted 
vignettes. Opener “Valhalla” nails the best of 
both with a veiled reference to former Rep. 
Charlie Wilson and the war in Afghanistan. 
“You suppose by chance, we overstayed the 
dance?” asks Norwood through stiffening 
jaws. The tension builds as Trey Pool pulls 
shrapnel from his guitar. Then Norwood finally 
snaps. “Let’s burn ourselves!” he screams, 
as if doused in Big Black’s “Kerosene.”

Foreign Mothers’ 

XX chromosomes 
propagate the cru- 
cial DNA of Austin’s 
feminine punk and 
post-punk past. In spirit, Lynn Keller, Terri 
Lord, and decades of local women flex their 
grit and yell Duh. Pleasingly post-clang, bris- 
tling with ire and irony, rhythmically aggressive, 
the local trio’s debut LP grooves a bruising 
beat deep down in its petroleum conductor of 
raw sound. Stephanie Mueller’s vocal tremor 
on “Love Song for Bill Paxton” summons both 
Sleater-Kinney and John Lydon, grounded by 
a vinyl-tastic separation of guitar, bass, and 
drums that routinely upshifts in tempo and 
underscores alienation (“Like Our Parents 
Had”). Ax mistress Kana Harris, who writes 
the most, plays clean, clear, simple melodic 
leads, notably on side two opener “Plan B 
(Dead Inside),” a bitter romantic spite sound- 
ing uncannily like post-punk’s early Eighties. 
Jungle strut and stomp on the succeeding 
“Orphan Crocodile,” cymbals trebly by the high- 
stickin’ Christina Lough feeding into a bass 
epidural and sewing needle guitar, defines 
Duh’s relentlessness.

Among the federally funded projects highlighted in the “2012 Waste Book” 
of U.S. Sen.

DID I SAY THAT OUT LOUD? 

No Do-Overs: By 2009, James Washington 
believed he had gotten away with a 1995 
murder, but then he had a heart attack, and 
on his deathbed, in a fit of remorse, he con- 
fessed to a confidant. “I have to get some- 
thing off my conscience,” he told a guard in 
the jailhouse where he was serving time for a 
lesser, unrelated offense. However, 
Washington miraculously recovered from the 
heart attack and tried to take back his con- 
fession, but prosecutors in Nashville, Tenn., 
were unfazed. They used it to augment the 
sparse evidence from 1995, and in October 
2012 the now-healthier Washington was con- 
victed of the murder and sentenced to 51 
more years in prison. 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION 

While the Department of Veterans Affairs 
remains under criticism for inadequate fund- 
ing for personnel disabled in the Iraq and 
Afghanistan wars, it spent in 2010 more than 
$5 million on training conferences just to 
teach bureaucrats how to administer parts of 
its latest collective-bargaining contract, 
according to an October report in The 
Washington Examiner. In fact, reported the 
Examiner, $34 million in payroll goes to 
department officials who work mainly on 
union-related activities. 


GREAT ART! 

“I wanted to create a self-portrait that was 
completely stripped of ... visual prejudice,” 
said Polish-born New York artist Martynka 
Wawrzyniak, who thus chose the medium of 
“smell” for her gallery showing in New York 
City (running through mid-November). For 
starters, she “scientifically extracted” her 
hair oils, armpit perspiration, and tears (to 
protest humans’ cloaking themselves in 
deodorant soaps and laundry powders), and 
blasted visitors with whiffs of it as they 
entered the gallery. 

Because We Can: The Tate Liverpool muse- 
um in England was host on Oct. 19 to artist 
Kerry Morrison’s Bird Sheet Music project in 
which she laid down a giant blank musical 
score sheet under a tree and waited for birds to 
make “deposits” on it, which she took to repre- 
sent “notes” that composer Jon Hering plans to 
play straight, as the “sound” of the blackbirds. 

DEMOCRACY IN ACTION 

Getting Out the Vote: 1) Just before a pri- 
mary election in June, Albuquerque, N.M., TV 
station KOB apparently caught, on camera, a 
poll worker for two county government candi- 
dates offering potential voters miniature bot- 
tles of whiskey to sip during free rides to 
early voting centers. 2) Los Angeles’ KCBS- 
TV reported in October that leaflets spon- 


sored by the Progress and Collaboration 
Slate for its local candidates in Eagle Rock, 
Calif., also mentioned an offer of $40 worth 
of “medical-grade marijuana” as incentive 
for voting. 3) Carme Cristina Lima, 32, run- 
ning for town councillor in Itacoatiara, Brazil, 
was arrested in October for allegedly pass- 
ing out cocaine packets attached to her 
campaign leaflets. 

Colleen Lachowicz won her contest for a 
Maine state senate seat in November 
despite ridicule by opponents for her admit- 
ted devotion to the online game World of 
Warcraft. “Certainly,” said an opposing-party 
official, “the fact that she spends so much 
time on a video game says something about 
her work ethic and ... immaturity.” Her WoW 
character is Santiaga, an “ore (Level 85) 
assassination rogue” with green skin, fangs, 
a Mohawk, and pointy ears. 

In several high-profile races across the 
country in November, voters rejected candi- 
dates who had been accused of wrongdoing 
and corruption, but Brian Banks survived. He 
was elected as a Michigan state representa- 
tive from Detroit, with 68 percent of the vote, 
even though his rap sheet includes eight felo- 
ny convictions for bad checks and credit card 
fraud. (Campaign slogan: “You Can Bank on 
Banks.”) Also, Michigan’s 11th Congressional 
District elected reindeer farmer Kerry 
Bentivolio, whose brother had described him 
as “mentally unbalanced.” 

POLICE REPORT 

Michael Carrier, 45, was arrested for solicit- 
ing prostitution in New Milford, Conn., in 
August - not resulting from a police sting, 
which is usually how arrests for that crime 
are made. In Carrier’s case, he was disturbing 
other customers at a Friendly’s restaurant 
because, being hard of hearing, he was 
shouting to the prostitute the terms of their 
prospective business arrangement. 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

Rookie Mistakes: 1) Arthur Bundrage, 28, 
was arrested in Syracuse, N.Y., in October 
after he returned to the Alliance Bank - 
which he had just robbed minutes earlier - 
because he discovered that the employee 
had given him less than the $20,000 his 
demand note ordered. Officers arrived to 
find Bundrage standing by the front doors, 
trying to get back in. 2) A September theft 
from a sofa superstore in Northampton, 
England, ended badly for two men, who had 
just loaded a pair of couches (worth the 
equivalent of about $650 each) into their 
truck and were about to drive off. However, 
the store manager rushed out and, noticing 
the truck’s unfastened back door, reached in 
and pulled the sofas out, leaving the men to 
drive away empty-handed. The sequence was 
captured on surveillance video, leading store 
owner Mark Kypta to liken it to “something 
out of a Benny Hill film.”

Spurger, Texas, was kind of hard to find. 
You wouldn’t think that anything in this 
hamlet with a population of 1,198, about 
45 miles north of Beaumont, would be 
difficult to locate. But “the largest collec- 
tion of Case knives in southeast Texas,” 
as the billboard on the edge of town 
proclaimed, was cleverly disguised as the 
Mott Wholesale store. 

The collection of knives was well worth 
the search. The glass cases hold hun- 
dreds of fancy knives, some with exotic 
wood and bone handles, chef-quality cut- 
lery, and even cheap butcher knives with 
plain wooden handles. The wood show- 
cases hold some of the best American- 
made cutlery in the world. Several of the 
beautifully crafted knives have blades as 
ornate as a custom-made boot. They are 
a blending of art, craftsmanship, and the 
ultimate utilitarian tool. 


For the residents of the Piney Woods 
outside of Woodville, the family-owned Mott 
Wholesale is also the local supply depot 
when something breaks, wears out, or gets 
lost.

ANNA KARENINA 

D: Joe Wright; with Keira Knightley, Jude Law, Aaron Taylor- 
Johnson, Domhnall Gleeson, Matthew Macfadyen, Kelly 
Macdonald, Alicia Vikander, Ruth Wilson, Olivia Williams. 

(R, 129 min.) 

In this bold but empty imagining of Anna 
Karenina, director Joe Wright (Atonement, 
Pride and Prejudice) sets the action mostly 
within the walls of a theatre, swooshing his 
actors from center stage to greasepaint- 
slicked backstage and up into the busy raf- 
ters: This world is, quite literally, all a stage. 
It’s a neat conceptual trick that elucidates 
the stark class contrasts of imperialist 
Russia, in which the aristocrats are the main 
players and the helpmeets rush in from the 
wings - and it illustrates the performative 
demands of a society tightly cloistered and 
cricketing with gossip. But parse too closely 
the space between “neat” and “conceptual” 
and “trick,” and there’s little emotional truck 
to all the elaborate conceit. 

The film opens on a proscenium stage, 
with bundled chairs lining the sides of the 
auditorium (which raises the question: Is 
the show just beginning, or already packed 
in? It’s not like we don’t know where this is 
going - or did you miss that particular train 
as a young reader?). At curtain raise, Anna’s 
philandering brother, Oblonsky (Macfadyen, 
marvelous as a dissipated, dim-bulb Falstaff), 
is prostrate in a chair, awaiting a close shave 
from a manservant who moves like a balletic 
matador. In fact, everyone here moves like a 
dancer - from servant to tippy-toe socialite 
- and the choreography of both people and 
camera is exquisite. 

The opening sequence darts around the 
set in seamless but frantic sweeps, in the 
same abridged, burlesque whip and quip of 
Baz Luhrmann, or maybe one of those one- 
man shows that render all of Shakespeare’s 
works in two hours or less. There is sedate 
wife and mother Anna (Knightley), limply 
married to the fly-right bureaucrat Karenin 
(Law) and embarking for Moscow to save 


her brother’s marriage to poor, put-upon 
Dolly (Macdonald). There is Dolly’s sweet 
sister Kitty (Vikander) rejecting a proposal of 
marriage from honorable but unsexy Levin 
(Gleeson) in hopes of another offer from 
that bright, shiny bauble: the Count Vronsky 
(Taylor-Johnson). And there is the first 
acquaintance of doomed Vronsky and Anna, 
who tumble into an erotic liaison that will 
both ignite and ruin her. 

There is so much to compact here, and - 
forgive the schoolmarm aside - if you haven’t 
yet enjoyed the source novel, then you should 
right now stop reading this and start read- 
ing that, because it truly is a transformative 
thing, and the complexity of Tolstoy’s vision 
is only just skimmed here. Tom Stoppard’s 
script, which has no shortage of heart-stop- 
ping one-liners that succinctly distill many of 
Tolstoy’s big ideas, nonetheless gives short 
shrift to Levin. (Yes, there is only so much 
talk of agrarianism you can put into a 21st 
century picture show, but still: There’s little 
evidence here of the spiritual consideration 
Tolstoy embedded into an autobiographically 
close character.) Wright and Stoppard’s ver- 
sion doesn’t discard Levin altogether, but it 
poorly twines the stories of twin protagonists 
Anna and Levin, and Gleeson’s Levin never 
resonates as much more than a wet-eyed 
fusspot with conditioner-silked locks. Even 
with scythe in hand, there’s no hint of callus 
on the conflicted landlord, or true conviction 
regarding his ambivalence over his birthright. 

The focus, then, is on Anna and Vronsky, 
with the uncharacteristically sympathetic 
Karenin hovering in the shade of their spot- 
light. It’s not an easy part, that of Anna’s 
cuckolded husband, but Law finds a way to 
quietly project the palpable ache in the either/ 
or war between his heart and his mind - an 
ache the central lovers only play-act at. Twenty 
years ago, Law would have made a hell of a 
Vronksy: One remembers with a rueful sigh 
the golden child of The Talented Mr. Ripley 
and then sours into a frown at the Vronksy 
we’re left with. Aaron Taylor-Johnson ( Kick-Ass ) 
gets at the glibness of the young officer and 
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seducer, but hardly hints at the irresistible 
magnetism that first raised Anna’s eyebrow. 

Early in the film, Wright circles a child’s 
toy train around a track, then cuts to a rail- 
car interior set. The transition - from clear 
artifice to gentler artifice suddenly populated 
with actors - is not unlike zooming into a 
dollhouse to discover real live human beings 
roaming the rooms. One can extravagantly 
admire the effort without ever once believing 
those humans are doing anything more than 
striking a pose, going through the paces of an 
especially ambitious puppet master. There’s 
no denying the dazzling effect, but a fireworks 
sequence midfilm only underscores the sad 
fact that there’s no lasting illumination here, 
only the fast-burn spitzing of bang snaps.

THE COMEDY 

D: Rick Alverson; with Tim Heidecker, Eric Wareheim, James 
Murphy, Kate Lyn Sheil, Alexia Rasmussen, Gregg Turkington. 
(NR, 90 min.) 

In Rick Alverson’s The Comedy, 35-year-old 
Swanson (Tim Heidecker) is the vilest imagin- 
able specimen of the hipster beast, a walking 
back issue of Vice magazine, sporting the 
telltale beard, Wayfarers, Topsiders, and a 
PBR gut - shirtless all too often. Despite his 
trust-fund millions, he’s always seen brushing 
his teeth in public restrooms because he’s 
neglected to fill up on running water for his 
houseboat. On the dry land of Williamsburg, 
Brooklyn, he is surrounded by a posse of like- 
minded omega males (Eric Wareheim, James 
Murphy), who have no career ambitions, no 
creative aspirations, and few recourses to 


manliness. By day, they huff and puff on vin- 
tage Schwinns; by night, they swap sarcastic 
reverse insults (“I honor your friendship”) 
into the wee, boozy hours. 

All this is credible enough until Swanson 
exits the airtight bubble of his peers to 
bully New York City at large. Here the film 
veers from Cassavetes-style realism into an 
experiment in sociological torture-porn. Like 
the pathologically spoiled George Amberson 
Minafer in The Magnificent Ambersons - gal- 
loping around in a pony-drawn buggy, wearing 
his Little Lord Fauntleroy outfit, and telling 
ministers to go to hell - Swanson whips up 
and down the East River in a dinghy, hurl- 
ing “unserious” racial and sexual slurs at 
service-industry workers, random bystanders, 
and extended relatives, occasionally pretend- 
ing to be a gardener, a gift-shop employee, or 
a cabdriver for the sheer thrill of harassing 
strangers. To be sure, all minority groups 
are targeted equally, but Swanson, a wealthy 
WASF? lacks the Borscht Belt license of a Don 
Rickies or a Larry David. His anti-PC stance 
and force field of impunity become his char- 
acter’s only defining attributes. And while 
Ambersons ended with George getting disin- 
herited and mangled in an accident, there’s 
no “comeuppance” in Alverson’s world. 

The film retreads much of the anti-comedic 
territory already bulldozed in Heidecker and 
Wareheim ’s own Tim & Eric's Billion Dollar 
Movie, retaining the scatological flavor but 
none of the surrealism. (The only thing 
Alverson spares us, by contrast, is a Heidecker 
sex scene, though we do get the flabby full 
monty in the first five minutes.) I suspect there 
may be a gender gap in the reception of this 
film; some of my male friends who say they 
hate HBO’s Girls have praised The Comedy, 
which I find baffling. But rather than join the 
dog pile of critics already charging misogyny, 

I’ll pick a different bone: the whole premise of 
“hipsterdom” as a cultural fact. 

Contrary to what Alverson (and countless 
New York Times editorials) would attest, “hip- 
ster” is not a real human category, like “veg- 
etarian” or “AARP member.” It’s exclusively 
an other-directed label, a cultural Sasquatch 
always described in third person. Why does 
Alverson, a resident of Richmond, Va., need 
to travel to Brooklyn to locate aging hipsters? 
Because hipsters are always other people, in 
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far-off lands and different economic circum- 
stances than ours. Nobody would self-identify 
as such, except, perhaps, for that one lunatic 
in the audience at the SXSW screening I 
attended, who wanted everybody to know he 
was “in on it,” laughing like a hyena at every 
racist joke and mention of the words “anus,” 
“penis,” and “vagina.” If you’re that guy, enjoy 
the hilarity of The Comedy. If not, you may 
want to fold your body into the crevice of your 
theatre seat and disappear into the dark- 
ness. See “No Catharsis in The Comedy ,” 
p.49, for an interview.

KILLING THEM SOFTLY 

D: Andrew Dominik; with Brad Pitt, Scoot McNairy, Ben 
Mendelsohn, Richard Jenkins, Janies Gandolfini, Ray Liotta, 
Vincent Curatola, Sam Shepard. (R, 97 min.) 

If words could kill, few characters would be 
left standing at the end of Killing Them Softly. 
Andrew Dominik’s movie is a crime film in which 
spurts of action occasionally puncture calm and 
sustained scenes of dialogue and character 
display. It’s a weird pace, and not one that’s 
likely to satisfy action enthusiasts - although 
some of the mesmerizing images of slo-mo bul- 
let trajectories and the spider-vein ing of cracked 
safety glass should appease the pent-up blood- 
lust. Still, the film is not paced around these 
action spurts, but rather the conversations the 
characters have in advance about their reluc- 
tance, hesitation, preparation, and resignation 
regarding the killings at hand. Even the crucial 
holdup of a card game that sets the plot into 
motion becomes an extended interlude instead 
of a quick robbery and getaway. 

Based on the novel Cogan’s Trade by 
George V. Higgins (The Friends of Eddie 
Coyle), Killing Them Softly moves the novel’s 
Boston locale to New Orleans in 2008, 
sometime prior to the presidential election. 
The portrait of the crime-world underbelly 
as a self-sustaining, self-policing society 
remains the same, and Dominik’s screenplay 
adaptation retains Higgins’ piquant language 
and turns of phrase. There are no coppers 
or G-men in this story. The mob metes out 
its own justice and enforces its own rules 
of behavior. In this, the mob is like any big 
corporation in America, and that’s a point 
Dominik hammers over and over.

Dominik seems not to trust viewers to 
reach this understanding on their own. 
Beginning with the opening credits, televisions 
and radios are playing in the background of 
the scenes, always tuned to the presidential 
candidates speechifying about individual 
promise and the tough economic times. 

The film’s closing speech cynically states: 
“America’s not a country. It’s just a business.” 
The mob is even structured like a corpora- 
tion, with a nameless functionary (played by 
Richard Jenkins) serving as the middleman 
who hires the hit man, Jackie (Brad Pitt, in 
another seemingly effortless star turn). The 
functionary has no authority and has to take 
everything back to his higher-ups, whose 
decisions are delayed by committeelike inter- 
nal disagreements and squabbles. On their 
own, the scenes between Jenkins and Pitt 
(mostly set inside a stationary automobile) 
are pleasing conversational bits. So, too, the 
scenes between Pitt and Gandolfini (as the 
world-weary hit man who looks like a travel- 
ing salesman and who has allowed booze 
and sex to get the better of his acumen), or 
the scenes between Scoot McNairy and Ben 
Mendelsohn as the dopey hoodlums looking 
to rise through the ranks. Gandolfini, play- 
ing his role as if he were the Willy Loman of 
hit men, creates yet another rhythm in the 
movie, one that’s in step with the character’s 
own ruminative self-destruction. It’s a beauti- 
ful thing to observe, yet a couple of times it 
threatens to stop the movie dead in its tracks 
with its pauses and private reveries. 

Although the film is set in New Orleans, 
Dominik uses none of that city’s unique 
flavor or patois. Characters’ accents span 
the globe from Boston to Australia. Yet the 
boarded-up, empty streets of post-Katrina 
New Orleans provide an Anywasteland, USA, 
vibe that enhances the idea of Killing Them 
Softly as a metaphor for the U.S. economic 
system in distress. As with his previous 
film The Assassination of Jesse James by the 
Coward Robert Ford, Dominik’s ideas get 
the better of his creative handiwork as he 
throws off his pacing to follow points he has 
already made.

UNIVERSAL SOLDIER: 

DAY OF RECKONING 

D: John Hyams; with Jean-Claude Van Damme, Dolph 
Lundgren, Scott Adkins, Andrei Arlovski, Mariah Bonner, Rus 
Blackwell. (R, 114 min.) 

This is a surprisingly complex and ambi- 
tious fourth entry in the Universal Soldier 
series (not counting TV-only efforts) which 
began in 1992. All have featured Jean-Claude 
Van Damme, though he doesn’t exactly star 
in this one. As with all the rest, this is about 
government-created, biologically altered 
supersoldiers. The government’s motivations 
are of the worst sort, and any self-awareness 
leads these mutants to rebellion. 

This new take stars Scott Adkins as John, 
whose family is massacred at the very 
beginning of the film. The remainder is a 
choreographed ballet of violence - mostly 
one-on-one combat, always to excess and 
often beyond. Certainly John is interested 


in revenge, but just as much of the film’s 
violence happens to him as because of him. 
Saying this is a strong entry in the series 
is not to argue that this is anything more 
than a violent pulp effort. Aspiring to be not 
much more than a generic actioner, the film 
is aptly and more than competently directed 
by co-writer John Hyams, who also directed 
Universal Soldier: Regeneration in 2009, the 
third entry in the series. As with that effort, 
this one also features Dolph Lundgren and 
Andrei Arlovski, a fighting legend and UFC 
world champion. I’m as big a fan of mindless 
violence in movies as the next guy - which is 
to say bigger than most. I just like for there 
to be some kind of overall strategic and logi- 
cal battleground against which the violence 
is set. As with all the films in the Universal 
Soldier series, this is mostly a catalog of 
increasingly brutal fights, which are the main 
attraction in and of themselves.

As the 
CIA contemplates extraction, Mendez hatches a crazy 
plan: creating the cover of a location-scouting expedi- 
tion for a science fiction movie called Argo. As we 
follow every step of the mission, Affleck’s deft crafts- 
manship and casting instincts are on full display. Not 
allowing well enough to be, however, is the multiple- 
pronged coda, which slackens Argo’s taut pace to a 
crawl. But I can hear the filmmakers saying, in the 
cadence of the film’s running joke, “Arrhh, go fuck 
yourself.”

But before he can do that, 
he has to convince surly surfer Frosty to be his own 
personal Mr. Miyagi, keep his alcoholic mom (Shue) 
sober, and master the “four pillars.” Although it may 
seem a disservice to the real Moriarty (who died 
young) and Hesson, Chasing Mavericks feels far less 
spectacular than it should.

Demonstrating a delicate mastery of 3-D, 

Ang Lee has made a movie that had me in its 
visual thrall even before the opening credits were 
through. Soon, however, the magical spell lifts and 
the film clunks toward Earth as a man nicknamed 
Pi (Irrfan Khan) promises to tell a character called 
the Writer (Rafe Spall) a story that will make him 
“believe in God.” Setting aside the story’s fuzzy 
theological concerns, Life of Pi, which is adapted 
from Yann Martel’s bestselling novel, is extraor- 
dinarily accomplished. The story is gripping, and 
when adrift with teenage Pi (Suraj Sharma) and 
the Bengal tiger on the open sea, the film is at its 
most wondrous: a ravishing spectacle that treads 
judiciously on the infinite line between what’s pos- 
sible and impossible. Life of Pi, ironically, soars 
when it confines itself to land and sea; when it 
grasps for the celestial, the film goes beyond its 
reach.

The Mountain Goats 

You'd never call the Mountain Goats unambitious. 


The SoCal-born trio’s songwriter and established indie 
rock demigod John Darnielle has released an LP’s 
worth of songs each of the last five years. He’s only 
getting more confident. 

“I think I get better at writing songs every year,” he 
opines from his home in North Carolina, where the 
band’s now based. “And I think that will continue for 
the next 45 years. Then I’ll die. 

“That’s my plan.” 

The Goats’ new Transcendental Youth doesn’t neces- 
sarily move in mysterious ways, besides a new streak 
of gorgeous brass, but its mythologies are right in the 
pocket of Darnielle’s canon. 

“Making ‘the album’ is pretty weird when you think 
of it as a day job,” says Darnielle. “Imagine if you 
had to go into a day job for 12 days every year, and 
you had to really kick ass because how you do in 
the next year depends on how well you do in those 
12 days?” 


Darnielle’s written Biblical songs about Jesus and 
Satan, and though he’s not traditionally religious, he 
can rattle off obscure, New Testament fables as well 
as an encyclopedia’s worth of death metal. 

“It’s all coming from the same place. Satanism is 
in reference to the Bible, it has to be,” explains the 
revered Decibel columnist. “I think any kid who’s ever 
been into the devil has to know about both; it takes a 
broader frame of reference. 

“It’s a silly idea, but it’s a fun silly idea.” 

Plenty of people are willing to tell Darnielle he’s leg- 
end. Fans are legion and passionate, more than willing 
to make him divine. How do you stay grounded when 
so many people are lifting you up? 

“If you’re a songwriter, you have a big ego to a cer- 
tain extent. It’s an arrogant job by nature. But if peo- 
ple say my stuff means a lot to them, that’s profoundly 
humbling. I’m a music listener. I know what it means 
when you allow a song to move you.” - Luke Winkie
